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Campaigners’ fury at Government’s decision 
on former Gurkhas’ rights to settle in the UK

ANGER and dismay have greeted 
the Government’s “insulting” deci¬ 
sion on the rights of former Gurkha 
soldiers to settle in the UK. 

Border and immigration minister Phil Woolas 
announced a new policy he said would allow 
another 10,000 of the Nepalese former soldiers 
and their families entiy to Britain. 

However, the Gurkha Justice Campaign said 
the complex criteria attached to the decision 
meant that in reality only a few hundred of the 
veterans who fought in the British Army would 
be eligible. 

Retired Gurkha Cllr Dhan Gurung, a Lib Dem 
member of Folkestone Town Council, told Kent 
on Sunday: “This is a worse decision than in 
2004 because the Gurkhas have waited a long 
time for a good announcement. 

“Everyone was thinking we will get justice 
and get a good decision because Britain is the 
mother of democracy and the father of human 
rights. But we did not see that today.” 

In 2004, the Home Office ruled that only 
Gurkhas who had been discharged from the 
Army after 1997 could apply for indefinite leave 
to remain in the UK, in the same way as other 
Commonwealth soldiers. 

After years of campaigning, a High Court ruled 


in September, 2008, that the Government’s exist¬ 
ing immigration policy of excluding pre-1997 
Gurkha veterans from settling was unlawful. 

Campaigners wanted former Gurkha soldiers 
to have the automatic right to settle in Britain. 

Gurkha justice campaigner Peter Caroll, a Lib 
Dem member of Shepway District Council, said: 
“It is devastatingly bad news. It is an absolute 
betrayal. It flies in the face of the public support 
and the court judgement. It is the Government 
turning its back on these brave soldiers and 
their families.” 

Gurkhas, known as ‘the bravest of the brave’ 
with their motto better to die than live a cow¬ 
ard’, have been a part of the British Army for 
nearly 200 years. 

Ashamed 

In November last year, two Gurkha soldiers 
from the Royal Gurkha Rifles, based at 
Shorncliffe Barracks in Folkestone, died fight¬ 
ing in the Helmand province of Afghanistan. 

More than 200,000 Gurkhas fought for the 
Allies in the two World Wars, with 43,000 
losing their lives. 

Actress Joanna Lumley, whose father served 
alongside the Gurkhas in Burma during World 
War Two, said: “This one page of criteria has 
taken the Government four months to come up 
with. I’m ashamed of our administration.” 

Damian Green, shadow immigration minister 
and MP for Ashford, said: “The Government is 
trying to evade the effects of a very clear court 
judgement. 


“This is an insult to the Gurkhas. We have said 
all along that the Government should not try to 
challenge the courts and they would have done 
better to listen.” 

The criteria includes Gurkhas having 
awards for gallantry, leadership or bravery, 
having spent 20 or more years in the brigade, 
having a close family member already in the 
UK and having three years’ continuous lawful 
settlement here. 

Cllr Caroll said the Lib Dems had put forward 
an opposition Commons debate on the issue for 
Wednesday, and he hoped MPs would overturn 
the Government’s decision. 

Cllr Gurung, who was in the British Army for 
18 years serving in Bosnia, Brunei and Sierra 
Leone before retiring in 2004, added: “These 
Gurkha soldiers fought for the country and the 
Crown and they get this treatment from the 
Government, which is disgraceful. 

“It is not a good decision, this is not justice.” 

On Friday Mr Woolas said: “This guidance 
honours the service, commitment and gallantry 
of those who served with the Gurkhas brigade. 

“Where there are strong reasons, there has 
been scope for Gurkhas who retired prior to 
July, 1997, to apply to settle in the UK. 

“In fact, because of rules brought in by the 
Government, we have already welcomed 
around 6,000 Gurkhas and family members 
to Britain. 

“Now, another 10,000 Gurkhas and family 
members will be able to benefit from our revised 
guidance.”

Marathon’s

FAMED for his love of beer as 
well as being a BBC Radio Kent 
presenter, John Wamett has put 
down his pint long enough to get 
into shape for today’s Flora 
London Marathon. 

The breakfast show host is raising cash for 
the Demelza House children’s hospice at 
Bobbing, near Sittingboume, by pounding 
the streets of the capital. 

Usually, his most vigorous workout, apart 
from a trip to the pub, is a stroll across a golf 
course. But the sports lover is determined to 
finish the gruelling run and has been train¬ 
ing hard for months. 

He admits the furthest he has run in recent 
years, before starting his training regime, 
was just 20 yards. Mr Wamett agreed to do 
the Marathon in February last year. Now he 
can cover 20 miles without needing a rest. 

He said: “I’d never run anywhere - if I ran 
to the end of the road I’d have to stop. 

“But then I started training and I got to a 
mile, then five, and now I’ve done 20 miles 
without stopping, so it’s been a slow build¬ 
up.” 

Also taking part is former Kent and South 
East England champion runner Meredith 
Pannett. 

The 37-year-old is raising funds for 
Benenden Hospital, where she works as a 
bookings administrator, after being treated 
there for a condition that prevented her from 
running. 

She said: “I was suffering from inflamma¬ 


tion around my hamstring, which I thought 
would end my career, but after treatment at 
Benenden it’s much better and I’m able to 
run again.” 

Kent fire crew manager Daniel Capon, 
33, from Ashford, is based at Forest Hill fire 
station. Mr Capon, a firefighter for 11 
years, is running the London Marathon for 
the second time. 

He said: “Taking part is a great personal 
challenge and I’m hoping to complete the 
course in under four hours. I’ll be raising 
funds for the firefighters’ charity.” 

Runners Lynne Taylor, Kathryn 
Heathfield, Kate Herrington and Richard 
Hussey, all from Maidstone, are raising 
money for the Heart of Kent Hospice. 

Liz Smythe, from Faversham, will raise 
money for Bliss, a charity which helps pre¬ 
mature babies and their families. 

She has been a nanny for 20 years and in 
2001 was employed by a family to care for 
their baby twins and toddler brother. 

Before starting her second marathon, Ms 
Smythe said: “I spent a very happy and 
rewarding three-and-a-half years looking 
after them. I’ve been lucky enough to stay in 
contact with the family and regularly spend 
time with them.” 

Chris Atkin, executive headteacher of the 
newly-formed Dover Catholic Federation of 
Schools, is running in aid of Children with 
Leukaemia. And this race is special for him. 

The 52-year-old said: “I will run in honour 
of Jake Owen, a pupil of St Edmund’s who 
late last year lost his three-year battle with 
the disease, aged 17. 

“I want to raise £2,000 and would appreci¬ 
ate sponsorship, no matter how small.”

Touchpaper lit for 
coal power station

A NEW coal-fired power station at 
Kingsnorth looks set to go-ahead 
- but not without the technology 
to at least partially curb its harm¬ 
ful emissions. 

In a significant change in policy, the 
Energy and Climate Change Secretary Ed 
Miliband, announced no new coal plants 
would be approved without demonstrating 
carbon capture and storage (CCS) ability. 

Currently the technology to capture C02 
emissions from fossil fuels and store them 
does not exist on a commercial scale. 

But Mr Miliband told the Commons on 
Thursday energy companies would only 
have to demonstrate CCS on a “substantial 
proportion” of any new coal-powered plant 
before it was built. 

He said that by the early 2020s, the tech¬ 
nology would be ‘retro-fitted’ on the whole 
station - reducing emissions by 90 per cent. 

Environmental groups have welcomed the 
change in policy to ban unabated coal-fired 
power stations. 

However, there are concerns the technolo¬ 
gy remains unproven on a large scale for the 
continuing reliance on fossil fuels. 

Dr Caroline Lucas, leader of the Green 
Party and a MEP for the South East, said: “It 
is certainly welcome that Kingsnorth could 
not go ahead unless it had CCS technology. 

“In theory the wor.ds sound good, but we 
still do not know if it is going to he viable. 

“There is an enormous risk - the hot- 
tom line is that we should not be dealing 
with coal. We can meet our energy needs 
through efficiency savings, renewables, 
in reducing demand, using a bit more gas 
as a transition, so CCS is still the wrong 
direction.” 

Kingsnorth on the Hoo Peninsula was 
always likely to be the first in a new gen¬ 
eration of coal-fired power stations. 

The plant, owned by German energy 
giant E.ON, is a frontrunner to be among 
those chosen as demonstration sites.

Alistair Darling announced there was fund¬ 
ing for up to four CCS pilots as part of an 
extra £1.4 billion package to support low car¬ 
bon industries. 

Dr Lucas said: “Certainly the announce¬ 
ment about pilot projects in the budget, reaf¬ 
firmed by Ed Miliband, certainly brings 
Kingsnorth several steps closer to fruition. 

“The point is that there are tried and test¬ 
ed technologies right now that are better to 
invest in that lead to emissions reductions 
and job creation.” 

Mr Miliband has proposed new plants 
demonstrate carbon capture of around 
400MW of gross output. 

Coal is dirtiest of the fossil fuels in terms 
of C02 emissions. 

Environmentalist George Monbiot said 
that with only one-fifth of total emissions 
captured the abated coal plants would still 


be much worse than unabated gas plants. 

Meanwhile, E.ON has welcomed the 
announcement. Its chief executive Dr Paul 
Golby said: “This is a vital step by the 
Government that recognises the critical role 
that carbon capture and storage will play in 
decarbonising the UK and, if we can lead the 
way as a nation, the world.” 

“To that end, we propose that the C02 
from Kingsnorth should be captured and 
then stored as part of a ‘Thames Cluster’ 
that supports the whole of the South East, 
the highest energy region of the UK.” 

The energy giant said the best way for¬ 
ward would be to link a number of fossil fuel- 
fired plants and other industrial sites to a 
single ‘carbon transportation system’. 

Dr Golby said that work had already start¬ 
ed to identify potential routes to connect to 
Kingsnorth to the proposed pipeline system 
that would transport the trapped carbon to 
the Hewett gas field in the North Sea. 

E.ON will find out whether Kingsnorth 
has gained approval after a consultation on 
the proposals is completed this summer. 

Greg Clark, the shadow energy and climate 
change secretary, accused the Government of 
adopting Conservative policy on CCS. 

The MP for Tunbridge Wells said: “There 
are still gaps in today’s announcement, 
including the refusal to make a clear com¬ 
mitment to an emissions performance stan¬ 
dard, which would set a legal limit on the 
lovel of C02 pollution that a power plant 
could emit. We also need to know who will 
pay the new consumer levy and how much 
will be added to fuel bills.” 

Mr Miliband has admitted that customers 
face a two per cent hike in energy bills.

Who is at fault 
for sex abuser 
who cheated 
legal checks? 

CONFUSION surrounds the case of 
how a known sex offender was able to 
gain employment at a school, writes 
Jenna Pudelek. 

Student manger Graham Barlow, 56, 
was fired by Pent Valley Technology 
College in Folkestone for sending “sexu¬ 
al” text messages to a 15-year-old pupil. 

It was discovered that he ‘slipped 
through the net’ and had been hired 
despite having been previously been 
found guilty of sexually abusing a child 
under 10 in the 1970s. 

Kent Police confirmed a 56-year-old 
man from Folkestone had been cau¬ 
tioned in March this year for meeting a 
girl under 16 for sexual grooming in rela¬ 
tion to sending a text of a sexual nature. 

Vetting 

A national tabloid claimed he had 
applied for the post at the school by 
changing his name to Graham Poole- 
Barlow and that background checks 
failed to pick up his previous conviction. 

Police and Kent County Council said 
the Vetting’ process for people working 
with children was the responsibility of 
the Criminal Records Bureau (CRB). 

A spokesman for the CRB told Kent 
on Sunday: “When someone is applying 
for a CRB check they are required to 
provide any former or previous names. 

“Then the individual is required to 
sign a declaration on everything sub¬ 
mitted. It is a criminal offence [to lie on 
a CRB form] and can lead to up to six 
months in prison. The onus for ensur¬ 
ing that information is correct is on the 
organisation, so the school in this case. 
The CRB can only go on the information 
given to the registered body.” 

Asked what checks the school carries 
out to ensure CRB forms are correct 
and what identification Barlow provid¬ 
ed for his CRB form, Pent Valley 
refused to comment. 

Safeguards 

KoS asked KCC whether there are 
potentially more people like Barlow, 
who have previous convictions, work¬ 
ing in Kent schools. 

Leyland Ridings, the authority’s cab¬ 
inet member for children, families and 
educational achievement, said: “Kent 
schools, like those across the country, 
follow national guidelines on CRB 
checks and rely on their findings. 

“The new Vetting and Barring 
Scheme, set up by the Home Office, will 
be introduced from this autumn with 
new safeguards that will enhance the 
protection of children and vulnerable 
adults. This scheme will apply to all 
existing staff as well as new employees.” 

Pent Valley headteacher Mario Citro 
previously told KoS’s sister paper 
Yourshepway the school had noticed 
something was not right with the girl 
and concerns were raised by staff, which 
led to Barlow’s dismissal in March. 

Barlow was interviewed and told to 
hand over his mobile phone while 
police and social services were called. 

Mr Citro said: “The police praised us 
because without the phone the investi¬ 
gation would not have been a success. 

“There was enough information for 
me to terminate his contract.” 

A source working at Pent Valley 
added: “These things happen and 
obviously that is not a good thing. 
Maybe the CRB check is not the best 
way to do it.”

Alarm on forecourt 

A LOUD explosion from a car on the forecourt 
of the petrol station at the Tesco supermarket 
in Willesborough, Ashford, sparked panic on 
Wednesday. 

Motorists and staff were alarmed after the 
engine compartment of a vehicle made a loud 
band and smoke was seen pouring from it. 

Staff reacted quickly and told people to clear 
the scene, before calling emergency services. 

Fortunately, the bang was caused not by a 
petrol explosion, but by the car’s cooling sys¬ 
tem that had overheated. 

Hostages released 

A 27-YEAR-OLD man has been arrested after 
an incident on Wednesday, when two people 
were held hostage in Minster, Sheppey. 

Police officers, including members of the 
Kent Police Armed Response Unit, spent near¬ 
ly two hours talking to the man who was hold¬ 
ing a man and woman prisoner. 

The man surrendered and was arrested for 
making threats to kill. No-one was hurt. 


A PAEDOPHILE was captured 
when police spotted his distinc¬ 
tive pattern of freckles on pictures 
showing his abuse of a young girl, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

It is the first case of its kind in the UK. 

Dean Hardy, from Orpington, went to 
Thailand and Cambodia on business trips, 
and then took pictures of himself molesting 
helpless youngsters under the age of 10. 

He then traded the images with other pae¬ 
dophiles over the internet. The 50-year-old 
molester confessed to police when confronted 
by the overwhelming evidence. 

Hardy admitted two counts of indecent 
assault of a girl under 14, four counts of tak¬ 
ing indecent photos of children and one of pos¬ 
session of such images, when he appeared at 
Southwark Crown Court on March 19. The 
case was adjourned for reports to be pre¬ 
pared before a sentencing hearing this week. 

He was given six years for the indecent 
assault, plus six years for taking indecent 
images of children to be served concurrently. 

Hardy was also ordered to be placed on 
the sex offenders’ register for life. 

The attacks came to light when officers 
from the Metropolitan force’s Paedophile 
Unit received a tip about the pictures. 

They carried out a raid on the furniture 
importer’s Charterhouse Road home in 
September, 2007, and seized a computer 
and two camera memory cards. 

On the cards, they discovered 63 images of 
a man carrying out sexual attacks on girls 
under 10. Five pictures were on the computer. 

These images were then sent to the 
Centre for Anatomy and Human 
Identification at Dundee University. 

They were able to compare and match the 
freckles on the hand in one picture to those 
on Hardy’s left hand. 

Admission 

Prosecutor Peter Zinner told the court all 
the children depicted in the indecent pic¬ 
tures on the memory card appeared to be 
from south-east Asia. 

Hardy was questioned by detectives, and it 
was established the photos had been taken 
in Thailand. Two of the 63 pictures showed 
girls being touched by an adult hand. 

Other shots showed a girl being raped by 
another man. Hardy admitted taking the 
pictures. 

Mr Zinner explained: “In all of these pic¬ 
tures there is no facial image of Hardy but 
it was clear there was an adult hand touch¬ 
ing a young girl.” 

He said a forensic anthropologist studied 
the pictures and concluded it was Hardy’s 
hand. 

And he added: “In the Crown’s submis¬ 
sion he is a sex tourist, to use a colloquial 
phrase, who travels abroad to commit these 
types of offences.” 

Mr Zinner said that this was “the first case 
of its kind” where a paedophile had been 
identified from a picture of his hand alone. 

Hardy, who imported furniture from the

region, had been in the Thailand in 
December, 2002, and March, 2004. 

Mr Zinner said: “These offences were com¬ 
mitted in Thailand. Hardy was able to use 
his economic power in a society where there 
is abject poverty.” 

The indecent images of children were 
between levels one and four. Level five is the 
most serious.

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Art as nature intended 

Teacher hopes to inspire p u pils with her own work

A STRIKING collection of digital prints 
that fuse the natural world with tech¬ 
nology will be exhibited at a school. 

The work by art teacher Sarah Miller, who is 
also a freelance illustrator, is the first she has put 
on public display since graduating and it combines 
computer skills with more traditional methods. 

“They are all taken from photographic respons¬ 
es to nature,” she said. “I look at mainly flowers, 
but also other plants. 

“The prints go through several stages of manipu¬ 
lation. I work on a computer and then with my 
hands and they are developed further by computer. 

“It is a way of bringing the outside in, it is think¬ 
ing about bringing the exterior into an interior 
environment using computer technology. There 
are such intricate patterns, but they are all natu¬ 
ral, organic shapes.” 

Miss Miller, 28, who lives in Tonbridge, is put¬ 
ting the show, Bloom, on at Bradboume School in 
Sevenoaks. 

She said her teaching job at the school allowed 
her to work on her own art during the holidays. 
The exhibition pieces were created during the 
Christmas and Easter breaks. 

Qualification 

“I have hand embellished the work using paints 
and textiles,” she said. “I have always had an inter¬ 
est in the natural world, particularly in flowers 
and fauna. 

“This work is something that has developed as 
my IT skills have developed. I am now the lead for 
ICT and art skills for west Kent. Through that and 
teaching, my technology skills have developed and 
I use them in my own art work.” 

Miss Miller said it was important for her stu¬ 
dents to view her own work. 

She said: “It gives you some sort of creative 
authority with them, as artists they have more 
faith in your own skills when you give them advice. 
It also shows them life after they have their quali¬ 
fication, how they might get work as an artist. 

“One of our old students has recently exhibited 
and at the moment we have an exhibition related 
to our school production. 

“We always have different things to be inspiring 
to the students.”

AN INFLUENTIAL group 
of MPs who want more 
children taken away from 
problem families earlier 
are “losing the plot”, 
according to county’s most 
senior civil servant. 

Placing more young children into 
residential homes is not the answer 
to failings in the care system, 
according to Kent County Council 
chief executive Peter Gilroy 

A highly critical report by the 
House of Commons’ children, 
schools and families committee 
called for a “radical overhaul” of the 
care system, which it said was “cat¬ 
astrophic” for children who have 
suffered abuse or neglect. 

The MPs said: “The committee is 
concerned the system’s poor reputa¬ 
tion may contribute to a reluctance 
to take children into care. Reform 
must go hand-in-hand with early 
intervention to reduce the potential 
for misery in children’s lives.” 

Mr Gilroy, who has 30 years’ expe¬ 
rience in social care, said he was dis¬ 
appointed by the study, which was 
published last week. 

“It misses the fundamental ques¬ 
tion, which is a cultural one,” he 
said. “At what point does the State 
intervene in our lives in a democra¬ 
cy? There are financial and social 
implications of the simple policy of 
taking children very early into insti¬ 
tutions - it won’t work.” 

Statistics for children in care 
show they do much worse at school 


than other pupils, with 
more than half leaving 
without qualifications. 

Children in care are 
seven times as likely to 
be expelled and twice as 
likely to be cautioned or 
convicted. 

The committee found 
prospects for care 
leavers in the UK are 
much worse than in 
Germany, Denmark and 
Norway where care is 
not seen as a last resort. 

Mr Gilroy said: “They

have looked at residential care in 
northern Europe and come back 
believing in interfering early and 
removing children from families in 
a more aggressive way. But the out¬ 
come would be up to five times the 
number of children in care.” 

“It is worth looking back through 
history. Putting large numbers of 
children into institutional settings 
will not help them thrive.” 

He said the Victorians put “vast 
numbers” of children into homes. 
Many were also shipped to Australia. 

“If the desire is for children to 
establish better relationships and 
cognitive development, residential 
care does not have a good track 
record,” he said. 

“A public policy document that 
says residential care is a good idea, 
and the earlier the better, flies in 
the face of post-war research. 

“I have a view that this report in a 
way has seemed to lose the plot. 
Public policy in the UK has been 
that families are still, in the main, 
the best way of raising children.” 

Mr Gilroy said he was not against 
residential care for some children. 
There are about 60,000 children in 


care in England today. 

He agreed with the 
report’s findings that 
the care home system 
did not provide the best 
outcomes for children 
and said there were 
cases in Kent of chil¬ 
dren going missing and 
committing crimes. 

A high number of chil¬ 
dren in care have men¬ 
tal health problems, and 
end up as teenage par¬ 
ents, homeless or in 
prison, the report found. 


“As a country, we always want to 
go for simplistic solutions to com¬ 
plex problems,” Mr Gilroy said. 

“There is an interesting dynamic 
we have never really explored. At 
opposite ends of the spectrum, we 
have difficulties with children and 
with people in their twilight years. 

Fundamental 

“Why have we not been talking 
about this culture? We take respon¬ 
sibility away from each other and 
the State controls everything - that 
is the debate we should be having. 

“We ought to be asking funda¬ 
mental questions about our educa¬ 
tion system and culture. Why are 
we in this position? What has creat¬ 
ed these problems?” 

Mr Gilroy said there were prob¬ 
lems in the care system, agreeing 
with the report’s concerns over the 
quality of foster carers and those 
working in residential homes. 

But much more research into the 
system was needed before anything 
was “radically overhauled”, he added.

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Pet cats under fire 

Three felines suffer at hands of hooligans

AIRGUN hooligans have shot 
and wounded three cats across 
the county. 

The RSPCA says it wants help finding the 
thugs who attack the defenceless animals. 

In Ramsgate, Sebastian, a two-year-old 
domestic short-haired tabby was shot twice 
in the side in two separate incidents. 

It survived and made it back home to 
Eagle Hill, where its owner Sheena 
Barrowdale, 37, took it to a vet. 

She said: “In the latest incident I felt 
around the wound and found a lump a little 
way from the entrance hole. I knew then 
that he had been shot again. 

“I am just sickened by these attacks. It 
has happened twice now. This latest time 
cost £135 for the operation at the vet’s and 
it was a bit less the first time. 

“This is not cheap, and it is not fair on the 
cat either. I think the person responsible is 
either a cat hater with a prize garden, or 
some yobbo having some so-called fun. But it 
has to stop - it is causing too much suffering.” 

In another attack, a two-year-old female 
Siamese-Burmese cross-breed was shot in 
the head near its home in Tunbridge Wells. 

It also had an airgun pellet buried in its 
stomach and was lucky to have not been 
killed. 

The owner, who doesn’t want to be named, 


took it to the vet and thought the cat had been 
run over before the pellet was discovered. 

RSPCA Kent Chief Inspector Steve Dockery 
was sickened by the attacks. He said: “Anyone 
shooting at cats with an air rifle can face pros¬ 
ecution and we would always take action.” 

And Kent Police also want information 
about an attacker who used an airgun to 
shoot and wound a cat in Allhallows. 

Merlin was hit in the chest by the pellet. 
The pointless attack on the three-year-old 
happened some time between 1-1 lam on 
Sunday, April 5, near to its home in Binney 
Road. 

As a result of the attack, Merlin has lost the 


feeling in one of its front legs and it may have 
to be amputated. 

PC Taylor said: “This was a mindless act of 
violence against a defenceless animal and I 
would encourage anyone who knows about 
this incident or knows of people using pellet 
guns in this way to contact Kent Police.”

Heart op survivor treks for charity

WHEN James Bennett couldn’t 
shrug off what he thought was just 
a nasty bout of flu, he became even 
more concerned when his eye start¬ 
ed swelling. 

And his fears were well founded. 
When he attended casualty at the 
William Harvey Hospital last June, 
it was discovered he was suffering 
a rare heart condition and required 
an emergency operation. 

Now, less than a year on, the 32- 
year-old from Kennington is prepar¬ 
ing to tackle another challenge - 


walking 100km of the Great Wall of 
China where he hopes to raise thou¬ 
sands of pounds for charity. 

Doctors diagnosed he had a rare 
condition called endocarditis where 
a fungus had formed on one of his 
heart valves. He was transferred to 
St Thomas’ Hospital in London 
where a team carried out open-heart 
surgery to repair the valve. 

Now the keen walker wants to 
repay the staff who helped him by 
doing his most challenging trek yet. 

He said: “I received the best possi¬ 


ble care at St Thomas’ and the 
William Harvey. The aftercare pro¬ 
vided by the cardiac rehabilitation 
programme in Ashford was superb.” 

Mr Bennett is aiming to raise 
£5,000 for the British Heart 
Foundation. He has been getting fit 
by walking across the North Downs. 

He will walk a 100km section of 
the Great Wall starting at 
Mutianyu, near Beijing, and finish¬ 
ing at Simatai.

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Chef Caines backs KoS campaign

MICHELIN-starred chef Michael 
Caines has backed KOS Media’s

season, beef and poultry. Right on our 
doorstep - here is this amazing larder. 

“Farmers need our support, buying locally 
is good for the environment and allows peo¬ 
ple to reduce their food miles by buying 
things in season, with less packaging.” 

The restaurant industry has certainly not 
escaped the recession, but Mr Caines was 
positive about the prospects for his business 
empire, which incorporates four other 
ABodes, including Glasgow and Manchester. 


“Firms that are not offering good quality 
and value tend to go out of business, which 
makes the market smaller,” he said. 

“I believe we can build on our market share 
if we are offering the right product. 

“We are still busy, but very aware that 
although we seem to still be doing well, we 
need to work hard to give our customers the 
quality and value they want.” 

He agreed the recession would be good for 
customers because restaurants could no 
longer be complacent about the service, food 
and experience they were offering. 

ABode Chester is opening this summer 
and as well as the restaurants, Mr Caines, 
40, has also put his name to taverns, includ¬ 
ing one in Canterbury, cafe bars and two 
‘BarMCs’.

- Mr Caines is unlikely to forget that cutting 
2006 critique. 

“The pen is very mighty,” he said. “Clearly 
it had an effect. I was very upset that as a 
team we had let ourselves down. 

“But here we are three years on, we still 
have a very good customer base, contributing 
to the local economy and our business is 
stronger than it has ever been. It was a sting¬ 
ing assessment. We had a tough opening, 
there are no excuses, but it’s not easy and I’m 


sure if he came back he’d see the changes.” 

Mr Caines, who has two children with his 
partner Ruth, has reopened the kitchen at 
his latest project, The Priory Hotel Bath, and 
this week he returns home to Exeter and 
Gidleigh. Smartly dressed in a suit rather 
than chefs whites for our interview on 
Thursday, he said he was heading to London 
to dine at Hell’s Kitchen. 

The ITV 1 reality show sees Michelin- 
starred chef Marco Pierre White put a group 
of celebrities through their culinary paces to 
serve dinner to a full restaurant. 

Asked whether his kitchens get as heated 
as the hot-tempered Mr Pierre White’s, he 
said: “I don’t think you get the best out of 
someone by screaming at them.

“They have to sensationalise it for TV. I 
have my moments, I do not suffer fools glad¬ 
ly and the expectation is really high. 

“Most of the staff have worked with me for 
a long time they know that my best and 
worst trait is that I’m very demanding, but 
that’s not a bad thing. I have to protect my 
reputation and brand.” 

Mr Caines will be hosting an evening with 
GH Mumm Champagne on July 13 at 
Canterbury ABode. Guests will enjoy a cham¬ 
pagne reception and a dinner with a menu 
designed by Mr Caines and head chef Mark 
Rossi.

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KENT’S leading business organisa¬ 
tions have given the thumbs down 
to Chancellor Alistair Darling’s 
Budget - saying he could have 
done a lot more for small firms. 

The Federation of Small Businesses said it 
was disappointed its members had been 
“largely ignored”. 

But it welcomed action to set up a trade 
credit insurance scheme - although it reckons 
the Government should have gone further to 
tackle late payments to small firms by giving 
Companies House the necessary clout to 
name, shame and fine bad payers. 

And it has given a “cautious welcome” to the 
Chancellor’s £250 million boost for job 
programmes and its new scheme to target 
under-25s. 

The organisation echoes haulage firms when 
it says the 2p rise in fuel duty from September 
is just another tax at a difficult time - putting 
pressures on prices to rise for consumers and 
businesses. 

Concern 

Roger House, FSB chairman in Kent and 
Medway, said: “Small firms will also be disap¬ 
pointed not to have received the benefit of 
automatic rate relief. This will have boosted 
small businesses to the tune of £400m. 

“We are very disappointed this budget will do 
nothing for those Kent firms which are doing 
their best to hold on to their valued employees. 

“A government-funded wage subsidy for 


BANKS were very quiet after the Budget - I 
wonder why? 

As of Thursday, most newspapers and news 
organisations seemed to have missed that the 
dear old banks are going to get a big kick up 
the backside, as I predicted last weekend. 

Mr Darling’s characteristic Scottish burr was 
purring through a particularly wordy patch in 
his 50-minute speech when he slipped in: “We 
need to build trust in the banking system and 
harness the strengths of the financial services 
sector for the benefit of society. 

“Crucial to this is financial regulation. I will 
shortly publish a Treasury paper with my rec¬ 
ommendations for wide-ranging reform. They 
will propose action to reform corporate gover¬ 
nance and remuneration at banks to avoid 
undue risk-taking. 

“To improve regulation of capital and liquidity 
so banks do not over extend themselves. 

“To increase transparency, to achieve a single 
set of accounting rules so that we can see the 
risks banks are taking. 

“And to regulate all important institutions 
including hedge funds.

impact of the failure of financial firms; protect 
and support consumers; improve efficiency 
and competition in the financial markets; as 
well as strength regulators’ powers.” 

Well, I think that’s a result. 

Also, as I predicted, there was a sting in the 
tail for high-earners’ pensions - from April, 
2011, pension income tax relief will be restrict¬ 


ed to the basic rate for incomes over £150,000. 

Had to come after the Goodwin fiasco. 

As for the rest of the Budget there were, as 
usual, lots of snippets, many of them goodies, 
but not very big. 

For example, there’s help for the under-25 
unemployed, but what about the 26 and 27- 
year-olds who are finding it extremely difficult 
at the moment?

‘Short-sighted, wrong 
and shallow’ Darling 
angers county brewer 


A TWO per cent hike in alcohol 
duty following Alistair Darling’s 
Budget last Wednesday could spell 
the end for some pubs already 
struggling in Kent. 

So said Jonathan Neame, chief 
executive of Faversham-based 
Shepherd Neame, the 
nation’s oldest brewery, 
as at least another 
penny went on the 
price of a pint. 

With at least half a 
dozen pubs closing 
their doors forever 
every week, the pub 
and brewing industry 
has been lobbying to 
avert another price rise 
- and now it’s angry. 

Mr Neame said: “The 
trade feels incredibly 
angry that the 
Chancellor can be so shallow, 
short-sighted and wrong.” 

He added: “One budget and one 
piece of legislation can never in 
itself be the killer blow, but the 


point is that there have been 
300 pieces of legislation since 1997 
and numerous tax increases, and 
now this one. 

“By putting up the levy he gets 
less tax - it does not raise revenue 
because people don’t drink so 
much beer and it dis¬ 
torts the market away 
from the pubs to the 
supermarkets. 

“Pubs become more 
expensive, pubs then 
become priced out of 
the market and pubs 
close.” 

He said 41 per cent of 
the Chancellor’s own 
back-benchers and 70 
per cent of consumers 
thought the general pol¬ 
icy was wrong. 
However, he thought 
that while there will be some fur¬ 
ther pub closures in the county, 
publicans and the rest of the 
industry will continue to find 
ways of fighting back.

“The increase in the top rate of income tax to 
50 per cent sends out all the wrong signals. 

“The increase will affect very few IoD mem¬ 
bers, but it will have a damaging impact on the 
wider economy and undermine the UK’s 
attractiveness as a place to invest.” 

Lawyer Harvey Barrett, partner and head of 
the private client, trusts and estates team at 
Kent solicitors Furley Page, said: “Mr Darling 
gave little detail, but only hinted at govern¬ 
ment cutbacks, however, when they come they 
will impact on the funding of long-term care. 

“Local authorities are likely to be much more 
aggressive in exercising their existing powers 
to force individuals to sell their properties in 
order to finance their long-term care.” 

Uplift 

In Budget small print it has been found that 
penalties can now be levied both on individu¬ 
als and companies for careless or deliberate 
breaches of tax law. 

Stuart Robb, southern region head of tax at 
accountants Baker Tilly, said: “This is a big 
step change in HM Revenue and Custom’s 
drive to encourage large companies to recog¬ 
nise and accept their ‘corporate responsibility 5 
to pay the right amount of tax. 

“It appears to be another unfortunate case 
of HMRC helping themselves to additional 
powers, giving rise to the broad and unfair 
suggestion that companies have nothing bet¬ 
ter to do than evade taxes.” 

Steve Carpenter, tax manager at Maidstone- 
based DSH accountants and business advi¬ 
sors, said: “Once the short-term measures 
announced today expire, there will be some 
long-term pain to finance the huge level of 
debt the country now has.” 

And Steve O’Neill, managing director of 
Kent-based Greyfox Estate Agents, said: “We 
are experiencing a definite uplift in the prop¬ 
erty market at the moment particularly with 
first-time buyers home-seeking. 

‘Keeping the Stamp Duty holiday for homes up 
to £175,000 until the end of the year is veiy wel¬ 
come and may help to further lift the market.”

WITH emails for fake drugs a sta¬ 
ple of every computer inbox, the 
company behind male impotence 
drug Viagra has warned that peo¬ 
ple are placing themselves in dan¬ 
ger by using bogus treatments, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

In a stomach-churning advert, the 
Sandwich-based maker of Viagra graphically 
illustrates the dangers of swallowing medi¬ 
cines from unknown sources. 

Pfizer has produced a a cinema advert show¬ 
ing a man taking a pill and then coughing up 
a whole rat. 

A voiceover warns that rat poison has been 
found in fake drugs, along with many other 
dangerous and potentially lethal substances. 

The advert states: “Rat poison. Just one of 
the dangerous ingredients that may be found 
in fake medicines purchased from illegal

Regurgitated rat cinema ad 

backed despite complaints 


websites. Get real. Get a prescription.” 

More than 60 people have complained to 
advertising watchdogs about the commer¬ 
cial, saying it was too disturbing to be 
screened. 

But the Advertising Standards 
Authority gave it the all clear, say¬ 
ing it carried a valid and impor¬ 
tant warning. 

A Pfizer official said: “The 
advert, seen by cinema audiences 
across the UK, highlights the 
danger of obtaining medicines 
from unregulated sources. 

“Evidence shows there is a risk 
of these medicines being counter¬ 
feit, containing too little, too much 
or no active ingredient, or worse, 
toxic substances such as rat poi¬ 
son, boric acid or lead paint.” 

The company said the ASA 
adjudication concluded the aim of 
the advert justified the use of hard-hitting 
imagery and that it did not cause fear or 
distress without good reason, and was 
unlikely to cause serious or widespread 
offence. 

Pfizer launched the campaign in con¬ 
junction with the Patients’ Association and 
Medicines and Healthcare Products 
Regulatory Agency. 

Dr David Gillen of Pfizer, said: “We’re 
really pleased with the adjudication. 

“We set out to inform the public about 
the very real and growing threat from 
counterfeit medicines. We certainly did not 
want to offend people, but the dangers of 
obtaining medicines from unregulated 
sources are very real and we needed to 
communicate that message forcefully.” 

Research has found up to 90 per cent of 
prescription drugs bought from unregulat¬ 
ed sources can be fakes.

Pfizer commissioned research into the 
scale of the problem and discovered that 
every year more than 330,000 men in the 
UK are likely to buy prescription-only 
medicines from illicit websites. 

Dr Gillen said: “Alerting people to this 
danger is a responsible course of 
action. We have gone to consider¬ 
able lengths to try to guide people 
towards safer sources of prescrip¬ 
tion medicines and that campaign 
will continue.” 

Tony Williams is executive man¬ 
ager of the Yalding-based 
Kenward Trust, which cares for 
people battling addiction. 

He said: “Fake drugs can be like 
Russian roulette. If you go into 
Boots with a prescription, you 
know what you are going to get. 

“But picking something up from 
the internet or on the street cor¬ 
ner, you don’t know what you are buying 
and it could end up killing you. 

“We had a case where a man had an arm 
amputated after he injected a drug that 
contained cement dust.” 

The ASA said it did not consider 
the advert, shown in cinemas with 15- 
rated movies, would cause “undue fear 
and distress”. 

It added: “Because the advert was 
designed to highlight an important issue, 
the dangers of which could result in dam¬ 
age to health or fatality, we considered the 
metaphor of regurgitating a rat was likely 
to justify, for most people, the approach.”

AN OIL worker held 
hostage by militants in 
Nigeria has been released 
seven months after being 
captured. 

Robin Hughes from St 
Margaret’s, near Dover, was work¬ 
ing on an oil vessel when he was 
taken hostage along with 26 others 
by the Movement for the 
Emancipation of the Nigel Delta 
(MEND) in September. 

The 59-year-old is one of the last 
to have been released, leaving just 
one man, Mathew Maguire from 
Birkenhead, still being held by the 
militants. 

Mr Hughes was released to hos¬ 
pital with a leg infection last week¬ 
end and is currently talking to the 
Nigerian authorities.

His younger brother Mark, who 
lives in Dover, said in a radio inter¬ 
view he was “oveijoyed” to hear of 
his brother’s release. 

“At first I thought Ts it true?’. We 
thought it would be a long, drawn- 
out affair. We thought this day 
wouldn’t come and that it might 
even be bad news.” 

A picture of Mr Hughes and fel¬ 
low hostage Mathew Maguire was 
released in January by the mili¬ 
tants, who were refusing to let the 


Brits go unless Henry Okah, the 
leader of MEND who is on trial for 
gun-running and treason, was 
released. 

But the married father-of-one, 
who lives with his wife and daugh¬ 
ter in Brazil, was let go on health 
and age considerations. 

The MP for Dover and Deal, 
Gwyn Prosser, had been working 
closely with Mr Hughes’ brother 
Mark and his wife Caroline to 
secure Mr Hughes’ release. 


He said: ‘We’ve been working 
together for the past seven months, 
expressing our concerns. I’m sure 
that without this pressure we may 
not have had this good result. 

“Mark and Caroline phoned to let 
me know they had heard from 
Robin. He has an infected leg, but is 
in good spirits. It’s great news for 
the Hughes family, but I’m still con¬ 
cerned about Robin’s colleague 
Mathew Maguire. I will try and do 
what I can to help.” 



Curtain finally 
fails on unsafe 
Theatre Royal 

WRECKING crews have begun work on 
partially demolishing the historic Theatre 
Royal in Chatham. 

Contractors were brought in after 
inspectors deemed the listed building was 
dangerous and needed to be made safe. 

Work started last weekend - much to the 
dismay of long-time theatre supporters who 
had campaigned to see the venue restored. 

Readers of our sister paper Yourmedway 
have slammed the decision, saying more 
should have been done to protect and 
restore the High Street theatre. 

Writing on yourmedway.co.uk Phil Dillon, 
from Chatham, said: “The loss of the 
Theatre Royal makes a mockery of the 
notion of responsible regeneration. A regen¬ 
erated theatre would have been the jewel in 
Chatham’s crown. That’s real lives and 
memories and cultural history and spirit 
they are tearing down.” 

Brian Damerell, from Gillingham, posted: 
“Is anyone really surprised the Theatre 
Royal is coming down? 

“Those of us with an interest in the ren¬ 
aissance of Chatham ‘knew’ this would hap¬ 
pen as soon as it became an obstruction. 

“It could have been demolished a long 
time ago and parts of the fabric sold to the 
public. Thank goodness there are photo¬ 
graphs of this unique building in the public 
domain. 

“To declare the building unsafe now is 
awful. Is the bank next door unsafe yet? 
Will Sun Pier ever float again? Where will 
it all end?” 

The partial demolition is expected to take 
five weeks to complete. 

A Medway Council spokesman said: “In 
the interests of public safety, the council is 
closing Manor Road, Chatham. The work 
should have no impact on the schedule for 
the Chatham road improvements.”

THOUSANDS of people have 
watched a video clip of a man on a 
stag night put on a horse’s head 
mask and try to join a greyhound 
race, writes Emily Hall. 

The bizarre footage shows the man climb 
over barriers to join the dogs at the Central 
Park Stadium in Sittingboume, while a 
friend captures the moment for the video¬ 
sharing website YouTube. 

Stadium staff rush to stop him and can be 


seen wrestling him to the side of the track. 

Some who have seen the video have brand¬ 
ed the pair “idiots” and called for the police to 
track them down. 

One woman who saw the recently-posted 
film said: “The guy who did this is nothing 
short of an idiot. I hope he gets a hefty fine. 

“Also the guy videoing it knew it was going 
to happen - he should also get one and both 
be banned from every track.” 

The minute-long clip shows the man - com¬ 
plete with cloth horse’s head - leaping up 
from his seat, wobbling over towards the 


track and hurling himself over the safety 
barriers. He is then manhandled to the 
ground by trackside security, before being 
bundled to the side of the racecourse. Just 
moments later, six greyhounds speed by. 

A stadium spokesman said it was the first 
time in 12 years that anyone had ever run 
onto the track during a race. 

He added: “He was on a stag do, although 
most of the rest of his group had already left, 
and he had a horse’s head on. It’s dangerous 
for the dogs and those who have to come in to 
help.” 


But despite pleas from the clip’s online 
viewers, police say they are now powerless to 
do anything about the pre-wedding stunt. 

A Swale police spokeswoman said it was 
“bizarre”. 

“We were informed two or three days after 
the event, we weren’t called at the time, which 
has made it more of a civil matter,” she said. 

“I think if we had attended at the time the 
man could have been arrested for being 
drunk and disorderly, but because that didn’t 
happen the footage is now not enough to 
show any crime being committed.”

Brandon ‘was in wrong 
place at the wrong time’ 


THE family of a boy who died over the 
Easter break have said their home will 
“never be the same again”, writes Tom Betts. 

Nine-year-old Brandon Wells died on 
Saturday, April 11, at the junction of St 
Peter’s Road and Broadley Road, Margate. 

The youngster was in a collision involving 
two cars and died at the scene. He leaves 
behind mother and father, Shirene and 
Michael Wells, and little sister Maddisson 
and younger brother Reiss. 

Now his close relatives have told of their 
heartbreak at their loss. 

His uncle Richard Wells said: “It is com¬ 
pletely gut-wrenching. He was in the wrong 
place at the wrong time. There is no ill-feel¬ 
ing towards the drivers of the cars. 

“We would particularly like to pay tribute 
to the paramedics. That must be the emer¬ 
gency services’ worst-nightmare call.” 

Auntie Rachelle Wells added: “His house 
will never be the same again. His brother 
and sister are so quiet and good - he was the 
boisterous one, running up and down the 
stairs. It is now unbelievably quiet. It has 


changed our world forever. You never expect 
this to happen to your family.” 

The youngster left behind his sister 
Maddisson, two, and brother Reiss, who is 
seven. Maddisson cannot understand why 
her mum and dad cannot call Brandon on 
the phone and ask him to come home. 

The family have visited the scene of the 
incident and released nine balloons attached 
with messages, they also laid flowers, cuddly 
toys and sweets. 

At the funeral held last week a specially- 
enlarged coffin carried items his family and 
friends wanted to send him off with, includ¬ 
ing his PSP game and a sealed envelope with 
a letter from his girlfriend. 

His mother gelled his hair as Brandon was 
always very particular about how it looked. 

The service was conducted by Father David 
Caine at Our Lady Star of the Sea Roman 
Catholic Church in Broadstairs.

LEEDS Castle is today hosting the 
final day of National Police Dog 
Trials - but because Kent Police’s 
champion developed a medical 
condition, none of the county’s 
officers made it to the finals. 

Rex is an Alsatian that specialises in track¬ 
ing, searching, chasing and detaining offend¬ 
ers. But the dog developed a problem with its 
spine and had to be retired from the force. 

That put the Kent Police team on a back 
foot when it came to qualifying for the national 
finals. 

Insp Preston Chalk, head of the dog section 
based at Coldharbour, said: “We are proud to 
be hosting such a prestigious national event 
here in the county. 

‘While officers from Kent police are not com¬ 
peting in the finals this year, its impressive 
track record is one of the reasons it was chosen 
to host the dog trials. We have won six nation¬ 
al police dog titles in the past four years. 

Aggression 

“But this year, our force champion had to 
be medically retired a week after the force 
trials due to a spinal condition, which meant 
it could not continue to work. 

“This significantly affected our chances or 
qualify for the nationals. It is disappointing, 
but the welfare of our dogs is a priority.” 

The four-day 49th national trials event 
comes to a conclusion today on its first visit 
to Kent. 

The finals are a free public event held at 
Leeds Castle, near Maidstone. 

Spectators can watch handlers and their 
dogs put their skills to the test in a series of 
work-related tasks and learn about their 
vital role in modem policing. 

Some 28 finalists from around the country

and dog must not bite, but must stand off 
and bark 

• Emergency recall: straight chase but 
when the dog is 30m away in full flight, 
must return to handler on command 

• Weapon attack: dog must bite an advanc¬ 
ing aggressive criminal armed with a 
weapon 

• Gun attack: as above, but with criminal 
discharging gun 

• Crowd control: must first walk to heel 
through a passive/non-threatening crowd 
then when crowd becomes aggressive - 
respond and through controlled canine 
aggression move the crowd to a deter¬ 
mined point. The crowd will then become 
passive and then the dog must walk 
through with no aggression. 

The first two phases of the competition 
were held in private at an Ashford venue and 
involved searching and tracking. 

The dogs have to identify scent and 
because of the risk of cross contamination 
the public are kept away. 

The finals will end with a formal parade 
and presentation for the winning dog teams 
by Prince Michael of Kent.

They usually run away and come 
back, but the final time they didn’t come 
back at all.” 

The Terriers, Jack, five and Ollie, three, 
ran off during a walk in the Poulton Wood 
area of Dover, which is near the Elms Vale 
recreation ground. It happened at around 
lunchtime on April 15.

But the tale has a happy ending. 

Nikki said: “A family friend spotted one of 
them on a local recreation field and we 
were able to go down and pick him up. But 
on the way, I spotted a young girl with some 
dogs and one looked just like Ollie.

“So we recovered both dogs within min¬ 
utes of each other. I simply can’t tell you 
how happy we are - it is such a relief. 

“Jack was covered in chalk and appeared 
a little distressed, but Ollie was just fine. 
We are so very pleased.”

Soprano unfazed 
b y the switch from 
Bei j in g to Boheme

AN EXCITING new operatic tal¬ 
ent from China will take up the 
lead role in a Kent company’s pro¬ 
duction of Puccini’s La Boheme. 

Ge Yu, who is from Beijing, has been 
rehearsing the part of Mimi in one of the 
most famously melodious and popular of all 
operas, which opens at the Churchill Theatre 
in Bromley on May 27. 

She said: “Before I auditioned I did not 
think I could do everything, do this role in 
this opera. But now I feel they are so clever 
to have picked me. 

“My voice is kind of different from every¬ 
body else. It is special.” 

La Boheme captures the spirit and excite¬ 
ment of 1830 Paris, with the star-crossed 
love affair of Mimi and Rodolfo contrasting 
the carefree attitude of youth with the 
harsh reality of life. 

Favourite 

Soprano Ms Ge, 34, said it was one of her 
favourite operas and Kentish Opera, a chari¬ 
ty that puts on performances in Bromley, 
Sevenoaks and Tonbridge, was full of praise 
for its “talented” new star. 

Asked whether opera is popular in China, 
she said: “It’s something different, generally I 
feel much easier with England, with opera in 
this country. 

“I think it is because it is a European art 
form. It is because you know, opera is known 
much more here than to us in China.” 

The production is Ms Ge’s first operatic role 
in this country. 

She said: “It is going very well and I’m real¬ 
ly enjoying it over here. 

“I am not nervous, I really enjoy it.” 

She said that she would like to bring 
together performers from England and 
China to work on a joint opera project in the 
future. 

After she graduated from the China 
Conservatoire in Beijing, Ms Ge went on to 
study at the Royal Scottish Academy of 
Music and Drama in Glasgow. 

She has performed in the Beijing Concert 
Hall and given recitals in Italy and Scotland.

Libraries join online NHS scheme offering patients 
the chance to pick where they want to be treated

SINCE it became possible to 
book hospital appointments 
from your computer, many 
people have been unable to 
take advantage of the system 
as they don’t have a PC. 

But now local libraries are making theirs 
available for patients - and it’s all for free. 

It’s called the Choose and Book sys¬ 
tem, and it gives people the option of 
selecting the hospital where they want 
to be treated and booking 
their first outpatient 
appointment via the NHS 
Choices website, or by 
phone. 

Jon Marshall, Choose 
and Book support officer, 
said: “Kent libraries’ com¬ 
puters are free to use for 
library members and 
enable people who do not 
have internet access to 
look at the wide range of 
hospitals and compare 
them on the criteria that 
matters most. 

“People are often not aware that they 
can now, in many cases, receive treat¬ 
ment at any NHS- funded hospital any¬ 
where in England, including many pri¬ 
vate and independent sector hospitals. 

“Someone can select a hospital more 
convenient for other members of the 
family if they live some distance away, 
or they could even select one on the 
strength of how long they will wait for 
an appointment.” 

The benefits of Choose and Book are 
threefold. Users can choose any hospital 
in England, plus pick a convenient date 
and time for the appointment and also 
be assured their information will not 
get lost in the post. 

Popular 

Each library will be receiving an 
information pack with frequently asked 
questions and answers to assist with 
any queries users may have. 

Tricia Fincher, service development 
librarian for health and older people, 
said: “Free internet access is extremely 
popular with library users of all age 
groups and we’ve recently upgraded 
computer equipment in all of our 
libraries. 

“This is another way library members 
can make the most of the facilities we 
offer.” 

And Health Matters reference group 
member Jean Spain said the involve¬ 
ment of the libraries with Choose and 
Book was an excellent idea. 

She said: “This is going to be of partic¬ 
ular use to older people who may want 
to select a more convenient hospital 
near to their families. 

“They will be able to take their time 
to get exactly what they want and 
when they want via the internet.” 

Meanwhile, the actual PCs at Kent 
libraries will be getting a major upgrade 
to speed them up. 

All 101 libraries across Kent, plus the 
county’s mobile libraries, will be trans¬ 
ferred to a new system that will include 
bigger 19ins screens and better printers. 


The decision was made after customers 
complained many were simply too slow. 

Main district libraries went live with the 
new machines on April 15 and most other 
libraries will be transferred by 27 April. 

There is also a new function notifying cus¬ 


tomers of books that might interest them 
and allowing customers to add reviews 
about books, films and music. 

The new equipment will save £1 million a 
year in running costs, said the service, as 
well as reduce its carbon footprint.

A NEW drive to raise awareness 
about autism and improve servic¬ 
es for people with the lifelong con¬ 
dition has been launched. 

Families, carers, health workers, academics 
and other experts were asked to talk about 
their experiences of autism in adults as part 
of a six-month study by Kent County Council.

“We are now reasonably good at identify¬ 
ing autism in children. At a conference, 
which the National Autistic Society held, we 
met up with quite a few carers. 

“There is now a generation who saw it as 
their duty to look after their children and are 
now getting into their 60s and 70s and are 
no longer able to care for them. 

“They have never actually asked for much 
help from their local authority” 

ASD is a lifelong developmental disability 
Although all people with autism share three 
main areas of difficulty, their condition 
affects them in different ways. 

The three areas of difficulty are with social 
communication, social interaction and social 
imagination. 

People with autism often have difficulty 
recognising or understanding other peo¬ 


ple’s emotions and feelings, and expressing 
their own. 

They can find it hard to understand, 
predict and interpret other people’s behav¬ 
iour and make sense of abstract ideas. 

The committee of eight county councillors 
also found a high proportion of the people who 
get in trouble with the police have autism. 

Cllr Simmonds said: “It can be a con¬ 
tributing factor that the police do not 
understand the difficulties that the indi¬ 
vidual faces.” 

Among the committee’s 15 recommenda¬ 
tions is one to train KCC’s staff so they 
understand the condition and its effects. 

There is also a suggestion to run an aware¬ 
ness campaign in the community and also 
among police and those working in the crim¬ 
inal justice system.

Anger lands man 
with community 
order after crash 

A MAN threatened to “torch” the house of a 
driver who had crashed his Land Rover into 
his girlfriend’s car.

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New huge depot 
proposal for road- 
rail freight traffic 

A HUGE road-rail freight depot, bigger than 
the proposed Kent International Gateway site, 
could be built in Borough Green. 

Cemex UK and Borough Green Sandpits 
have been unveiled as the masterminds 
behind the plans for a 259-acre industrial site. 

The new depot has been suggested as an 
alternative to the 250-acre KIG site near 
Bearsted, which is being strongly opposed by 
community leaders and residents. 

If approved, the Borough Green depot would 
run between the M26 motorway and the West 
Mailing to London railway line. 

The two developers, who between them own 
most of the land affected by the proposal, have 
submitted early plans for the giant depot to 
Tonbridge and Mailing council. 

They are planning to attend the public 
inquiry into the KIG depot bid, which 
Tonbridge and Mailing council officers are also 
seeking to attend. 

A Tonbridge and Mailing council spokes¬ 
woman said: “The site at Borough Green 
extends to approximately 100 hectares of land 
located within the Metropolitan Green Belt, 
where ‘very special circumstances’ must be 
proven in order to justify development. 

“Such a proposal would clearly have major 
planning, environmental and transport impli¬ 
cations for the local area and further afield in 
Tonbridge and Mailing.” 

Colin Wilkins of Savills, a representative 
for the landowners, said: “The location offers 
excellent road links to the M20, M25 and 
M26, as well as access to the mainline rail¬ 
way network 

“The project has the potential to take a sig¬ 
nificant number of lorries off Kent’s roads by 
integrating the South East’s motorways with 
the rail network.”

GREEN campaigners have called 
for tighter restrictions on the use 
of polytunnels over fears they are 
taking over the Kent countryside. 

Polytunnels - low plastic tunnels that help 
fruit production in the same way greenhous¬ 
es do - are unpopular with many who think 
they are an unattractive addition to the 
landscape. 

Hugh Lowe Farms at Mereworth, near 
Maidstone, rotates its use of the structures 
over 1,300 acres, with 430 acres covered at 
any one time. The company has submitted a 
planning application to Tonbridge and 
Mailing council to regulate their use, which 
has prompted objections from environmental 
groups. 

Simon Evans, a member of the Tonbridge 
and Mailing branch of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England (CPRE), said Kent 
County Council needed to clamp down on 
polytunnels. “KCC has a structure plan that

talks generally about development in the 
countryside, but there is nothing specific 
about polytunnels when there ought to be,” 
he said. 

“There is no limit for what farmers can 
apply for, and there is nothing local author¬ 
ities can put in front of them to say no. It’s 
turned into a bit of a free-for-all, and what 
happens here could have a bearing across 
the county.” 

Of the 430 acres Hugh Lowe Farms covers 
with polytunnels, the company has also sub¬ 
mitted an application for about 40 per cent to 
be permanently in place. 

Mr Evans said the CPRE was not opposed 
to the structures as a rule, but that such a 
proposal was a step too far. 

He said: “No-one likes the look of them and 
they could be placed close to people’s houses. 
“They’re noisy because they flap in the 
wind, they’re ugly and light glares off them. 

“There’s also a massive escape of litter 
due to plastic that decomposes into the 
ground and is then tom. I don’t think any 
other industry would be able to get away 
with creating so much waste.” 

Objections to the application - which is 
not expected to be decided upon before sum¬ 
mer - have also been filed by the 
Environment Agency and Kent Wildlife 
Trust. 

Lib Dem group leader Cllr Trudy Dean 
called on KCC to produce planning guide¬ 
lines for polytunnels. 

Waste 

She said: ‘We must have guidelines about 
how many polytunnels are acceptable with¬ 
in the landscape, how they should be 
screened, who gets rid of the waste and 
whether permanent polytunnels using 
grow-bags on tables need to be in the coun¬ 
tryside at all.” 

Hugh Lowe Farms is a family-owned 
company that has been in business for more 
than 100 years. 

It supplies fruit to supermarket chains 
and is also responsible for the strawberries 
enjoyed by tennis fans at Wimbledon. 

Owner Marion Regan said: “This plan¬ 
ning application is to recognise what we are 
already doing at the farm. It’s unclear 
whether or not we need permission for the 
polytunnels, but we have taken it upon our¬ 
selves to apply. 

‘We have been in Kent a long time and 
want to remain here as long as possible. A 
very small amount of the fruit Britons con¬ 
sume is actually produced in this country. 

“Polytunnels are essential for growing 
soft fruit in the UK and an integral part of 
our production system.” 

KCC’s cabinet member for regeneration, 
Cllr Kevin Lynes, said: ‘We care passionate¬ 
ly about defending our mral and agricul¬ 
tural heritage. Particularly in times of eco¬ 
nomic downturn, we are keen to encourage 
the use of new agricultural technology and 
practices. “The determination of this appli¬ 
cation falls to Tonbridge and Mailing coun¬ 
cil, but we would be happy to share any 
information or research with them to 
enable them to come to a decision.”

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Carriages a big draw for museum 


A UNIQUE collection of carriages 
at a museum is set to return to pub¬ 
lic display, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

From the magnificent to the mundane, 
horse-drawn vehicles and other historic modes 
of transport can be seen at the Maidstone 
Carriage Museum. 

Giles Guthrie, keeper of the collection, said: 
“The carriages at the museum were a gift from 
Sir Garrard Tyrwhitt-Drake who was 12 times 
mayor of Maidstone. He began collecting car¬ 
riages when he realised the horse-drawn vehi¬ 
cles of his childhood were being forced off the 
road by the motor car. The museum was the 
first of its kind in Britain and is still viewed as 
one of the finest in Europe.” 



He said one of the highlights of the museum, 
which opened in 1946, was a 19th century 
travelling coach with a poignant story 
attached to it.

The carriage was built for John Stuart, the 
12th Earl of Moray and was made in 1830. 

Mr Guthrie said: “The coach was intended 
for his honeymoon after his marriage to the 
daughter of the Earl of Elgin. 

“Six white horses were bought to draw it 
on their ‘grand tour’ of Europe. 

“But the wedding didn’t take place and 
the heartbroken Earl was said to have had 
the horses shot and ordered the coach to be 
wheeled into the coach house and never 
used again.” 

Designers 

It did not leave the coach house until 
1951, when it was moved to the museum. 

The carriage is complete with the original 
case, which would have gone on the top and 
been used to store the couple’s belongings 
on their tour, which was a tradition among 
the upper classes and saw young people of 
privilege travel around Europe experienc¬ 
ing sights of historic and general interest. 

The carriage also contains the original 
sword box which could be accessed from 
inside the vehicle. 

Mr Guthrie said: “The bolt heads are 
still on the tyres, suggesting the coach was 
never used.”

He said there were a number of other inter¬ 
esting carriages in the collection, including a 
Lonsdale wagonette, which is the first one of 
its kind ever made and dates from the 19th 
century. 

“It is named after its aristocratic ‘designer’ 
the Marquis of Lonsdale. Another is the 
Stanhope gig, which is named after the 
Honourable Fitzroy Stanhope. 

“The one in the collection belonged to Sir 
Garrard, the founder of the museum,” he said. 

“Aristocrats would commission carriages 
and the carriage designers would be happy to 
do that because they were the celebrities on 
the day. It would have been like getting a 
David Beckham endorsement.” 

The museum is also home to a late 
19th century ‘invalid carriage’, which looks 
like a normal carriage, but which would 
have been pulled along by servants rather 
than a horse. 

There are more than 60 vehicles in the col¬ 
lection, which is housed in stables dating from 
the 14th century and are part of the medieval 
Archbishop’s Palace in the County Town. 

Other carriages include Queen Victoria’s 
State Landau. Landaus were invented in 
Germany in the 18th century and were first 
produced in England during the 1830s.

A SECOND historic wall has been unearthed 
on a building site near Restoration House in 
Rochester. 

The wall was discovered by archaeologists 
underneath the Century Buildings develop¬ 
ment site, off Victoria Street. 

It is thought the structure - which pre¬ 
dates the Tudor wall partially destroyed by 
developers on a site bordering Restoration 
House - could date back more than 500 years. 

Leading archaeologist Dr Peter Rumley, 
who advises the National Trust, said the wall 
challenges ideas of how Rochester looked in 
medieval times. 

He said: “This is a very exciting find. 
Medway Council and Kent County Council 
should carry out a thorough investigation, so 
the historic importance of the new discover¬ 


ies can be properly assessed. This is not just 
a boundary wall. It’s massive and looks as if 
it could be a defensive structure beyond the 
old city wall.” 

Dr Rumley said he thought the two walls - 
while constructed hundreds of years apart - 
could have served a similar purpose. 

Speaking to our sister paper Yourmedway 
in March, Restoration House’s owners 
Jonathan Wilmot and Robert Tucker hit out 
at developers Future Homes, saying the firm 
should have taken steps to protect the wall. 

They said: ‘You would have thought it 
essential English Heritage be brought in.” 

The pair said a petition calling for restora¬ 
tion of the wall and the destruction of the 
new residential buildings that obscure its 
view had been backed by 9,000 people.

Lecturer’s Olympic recognition 


A UNIVERSITY lecturer 
was in Switzerland last 
week to become the first 
person to collect a presti¬ 
gious new award. 

Dr Dikaia Chatziefetathiou 
is senior lecturer in sociolo¬ 
gy of sport and leisure at 
Canterbury Christ Church. 

She was awarded the 
first Pierre de Coubertin 
Prize for her world-leading 
Olympic research at a cer¬ 
emony at the International 
Olympic Committee head¬ 
quarters in Vidy. 


She had researched the 
writings of the founder of 
the modern Olympics, 
Baron Pierre de Coubertin. 

It revealed new aspects 
about his ideas in relation 
to gender, class and race, 
but also how he used polit¬ 
ical and diplomatic skills 
to safeguard the future of 
the Games. 

During the work, she 
analysed more than 300 of 
Coubertin’s documents 
since the early years of his 
involvement with sport 


and physical activity until 
he died in 1937. 

She said: “It feels really 
rewarding that my efforts 
have been recognised at 
this international level and 
it is an even greater hon¬ 
our that this award comes 
from the International 
Pierre de Coubertin Com¬ 
mittee and the Internat¬ 
ional Olympic Committee.” 

She added: “I could not 
think of a better way of 
being recognised and hon¬ 
oured for my research.” 


Dr Chatziefstathiou con¬ 
ducted her research within 
the university’s depart¬ 
ment of sport science, 
tourism and leisure, and 
centre for sport, physical 
education and activity 
research. 

She said the work is 
important for global aca¬ 
demic literature because 
for the first time there has 
been an investigation of 
the changes the Games’ 
ideology has undergone 
over the last 100 years. 


Police welcome fall in 
county’s crime figures 


OUR county is a safer place 
to live according to Kent 
Police, who report a reduc¬ 
tion in overall crime - but 
it’s not all good news. 

The latest Home Office quarterly 
figures for the county cover the period 
from October to December last year. 

They show all recorded crime 
dropped by 5.5 per cent to 29,122 
crimes. At the same time, the detec¬ 
tion rate has risen by 5.3 per cent. 

Other key figures include criminal 
damage down by 15.2 per cent from 
7,707 to 6,539 crimes - a drop of 
1,168 crimes. 

And the number of recorded violent 
crimes is down 4.8 per cent, from 
6,558 to 6,243. Serious violent crime 
was recorded as 223 offences, with a 
35.9 per cent detection rate. 

However, the number of drug 
offences increased by 22.4 per cent, 
or 198 more offences; and fraud and

forgery rose by 9.6 per cent, which is 
an increase of 105 cases on previous 
statistics. 

Many of these were for driving 
away from filling stations without 
paying for fuel. 

Other offences are up by 15.7 per 
cent from 331 to 383, an additional 
52 crimes. 

These include public disorder, 
drunk and disorderly behaviour, 
immigration offences, violent disor¬ 
der, and possession of firearms. 

Public order offences rose by 14.9 
per cent in this category, by 26 
offences to 201. 

The rise in public order offences is 
largely due to an increase in the 
number of arrests made after breach¬ 
es of civil orders. 

These may be related to domestic 
incidents. For example, a civil order 


may be taken out against a family 
member to ensure contact is not 
made with a child or with a former 
partner. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Beautridge said: “We are pleased to 
see crime is still reducing in 
the county, but we will not become 
complacent. 

“We will continue working to 
reduce crime even further. There is a 
lot of emphasis on neighbourhood 
policing in our county and our offi¬ 
cers continue to work closely with 
communities to tackle the issues of 
most concern. 

“The rise in recorded drug offences 
is testament to our ongoing work to 
disrupt drug networks by targeting 
organised gangs. There is also signif¬ 
icant work in raising awareness and 
offering support through treatment 
programmes and counselling. 

“We will not tolerate the supply of 
drugs within the county and will con¬ 
tinue to target these criminals.”

Countrywide

ONCE more the skies over 
Biggin Hill will be alive with the 
sounds and sights of a bygone 
age as the International Air Fair 
reaches for the sky. 

Thousands of air show fans will be arriv¬ 
ing over the two days at the end of June to 
enjoy displays, including one from the Red 
Arrows which has only just been confirmed. 

This year, the fair will mark 100 years of 
naval aviation. 

Organisers have secured appearances by 
some of the Royal Navy’s most famous 
planes for both display in the air, and on the 
ground in the static park. 

They include a Hawker Nimrod of the 
1930s, Fairey Swordfish and Supermarine 
Seafire from the World War Two era and a 
Hawker Sea Hawk, a frontline jet fighter of 
the 1950s and 60s. 

Massive 

The battle-winning Sea Harrier was in 
service with the Fleet Air Arm for 27 years. 
This year is the 40th anniversary of Harrier 
operations and the GR9 version will take to 
the skies over the Biggin Hill. 

The Fairey Swordfish Mk 2 attending the 
fair is one of only a small number of these 
outstanding aircraft still remaining. It is 
now operated by the RN Historic Flight. 

Known affectionately as the ‘Stringbag’ 
because of its fabric, wood and wire construc¬ 
tion, the massive biplane, powered by a 
Bristol Pegasus 9-cylinder radial engine, was 
flown by Fleet Air Arm aircrews in several 
important engagements of World War Two. 

It was responsible for a dangerous night 
strike in November, 1940. Headed by 21 tor¬ 
pedo-carrying Swordfish, they attacked the 




Italian fleet in Taranto harbour - an 
episode that became a blueprint for a simi¬ 
lar strike by the Japanese on the US fleet in 
Pearl Harbour. 

Another was the famous chase in May, 
1941, of the German battleship Bismarck in 
appalling weather conditions of the North 
Atlantic, when a torpedo launched by a 
Swordfish crippled the steering gear of the 
huge warship and the Home Fleet was able 
to finish her off with gunfire. 

The Seafire was a development of the 
famous Spitfire to enable carrier operations. 


The version on show, a Seafire 17, was res¬ 
cued from a scrap yard and painstakingly 
restored to airworthy condition by Kennet 
Aviation. It saw service with the carrier 
Ocean in the late 1940s. The Mkl7 is pow¬ 
ered by a Rolls Royce Griffon engine with a 
four-bladed propeller. A total of 2,570 
Seafires were built. 

Skill 

Merlin and Lynx helicopters of the Royal 
Navy will provide the modem history of the 
Fleet Air Arm, including the Black Cats hel¬ 


icopter team of two Lynx helicopters from 
702 Squadron. 

Rear Admiral Ian Tibbitt, the Royal 
Navy’s director general, safety and engi¬ 
neering, said: “Battle-winning edge can only 
come from an aviation team that can 
deliver fighting aircraft from the sea. It is 
team skill that marks out people in the 
Fleet Air Arm today.”

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Warning economic crisis and job losses will impact on people’s mental wellbeing

MENTAL health experts are 
preparing for an increase in num¬ 
ber of people needing help for 
anxiety and depression triggered 
by the economic crisis. 

A new report by the Mental Health 
Foundation found the credit crunch and the 
recession were having an adverse effect on 
the nation’s wellbeing - with 66 per cent of 
people surveyed saying they were experienc¬ 
ing fear and anxiety as a result. 

A spokesman for Kent and Medway NHS 
and Social Care Partnership Trust, which 
provides mental health services in the coun¬ 
ty, said: “The current economic climate and 
the impact it has on people, most notably 
their employment status, may lead to an 
increase in people needing help for problems 
such as anxiety or depression. 

Anxiety disorders 

“We expect there to be a rise of these condi¬ 
tions in the general population and we have 
also heard anecdotal evidence of organisa¬ 
tions like Citizens Advice Bureau and Relate 
receiving an increased number of calls for 
help and information at present.” 

Anxiety UK, the country’s largest anxiety 
disorders charity, has reported a doubling of 
calls to its telephone helpline in the first two 
months of this year. 

Mary Greenwood, director of the 
Canterbury branch of the mental health 
charity Samaritans, said: “In the last few 
months we’ve noticed that people have 
been talking about their problems in the 
context of the economic crisis, and worry¬ 
ing about how they’re going to keep their

jobs and support their families. 

“Mounting debt and insecurity about hous¬ 
ing are also issues. It’s no surprise that peo¬ 
ple are becoming more fearful and anxious. 

“The deepening financial and economic 
crises could lead to an increase in suicide 
rates nationwide so we’d encourage people to 
look out for family, friends and colleagues in 
these times of economic uncertainty.” 

In its report, which was published last 
Tuesday, the MHF also blamed a “culture of 
fear” for increasing levels of anxiety, which 
has been caused by widespread misconcep¬ 
tions over the risk posed by threats to our 
safety like crime and terrorism. 

The charity raised concerns that fear was 
partly driving the economic crisis because 
people are too afraid to spend, lend and 
invest; despite the fact these actions could 
help end the recession. 

A nationwide campaign has now been 
launched by the MHF to protect the public’s 
mental health against anxiety problems. 

The Kent trust’s spokesman said that any¬ 
one concerned about their mental wellbeing 
should talk to their GR He said: “Sadly, there 
is still a stigma that surrounds mental ill¬ 
ness but we all need to recognise that we all 
have mental health needs and we can all 
become mentally unwell. 

“We support the MHF’s call for a national 


campaign to tackle stigma we are preparing 
a series of stigma challenging initiatives 
under the national ‘Time to Change’ 
campaign.” 

He said that although there had not been 
an increase in the amount of people access¬ 
ing the trust’s specialist mental health serv¬ 
ices, future data could show growth due to 
the recession. But much of the care for people 
with depression and anxiety disorders is 
managed by GPs, he said. 

Ms Greenwood added: “You can call us in 
complete confidence if you”d like to talk 
about any worries. Maybe you’re having 
problems finding the rent, anxious about 
keeping up with mortgage repayments or 
have been made redundant from work. 

“We know that financial problems can 
impact on home life and relationships, and 
can leave people feeling stressed, out of con¬ 
trol and fearful for the future.”

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Gurkhas back in the arms of their loved ones after latest tour of Afghanistan 


Home safe and sound

GURKHA soldiers enjoyed an 
emotional reunion with their 
families when they returned to 
Folkestone after a six-month tour 
of duty in Afghanistan. 

A total of 128 members of the 2nd Battalion 
The Royal Gurkha Rifles were greeted by 
flag-waving colleagues and pipes and 
drums as they got off a convoy of buses at 
Shomclifle Barracks. 

Also there to greet them last Sunday was 
Rifleman Kushal Limbu, who lost both of his 
legs in a bomb blast. 

He had been treated at the Headley Court 
Rehabilitation Centre in Surrey - but ensured 
he was on hand to welcome his comrades home. 

Fighting 

The battalion lost two of its members in 
Afghanistan last November. 

Rifleman Yubraj Rai, 28, was killed 
on November 4, and Colour Sergeant 
Krishnabahadur Dura, 36, died 11 days later. 

The Gurkhas were often in the thick of the 
fighting against Afghan insurgents and 
recorded some notable successes. 

They were also extremely effective at spot¬ 
ting Taliban fighters pretending to be farmers, 
as the Gurkhas come from a similar agricul¬ 
tural community. 

The soldiers also effectively communicated 
with the Afghan locals, many of whom 
understand the soldiers’ native Urdu tongue, 
at least partially.

The Gurkhas’ commanding officer Lt Col 
Chris Darby said: “We have left the places we 
were assigned to safer and that makes the 
tour a success.” 

The officer was greeted by his children 
Poppy, five, and Alfred, two. 

Captain Emily Peers added: “It’s wonderful 
to be home and everyone was really looking 
forward to seeing their families again. 

“There has been so much anticipation. 

“But of course we will not forget the two men 
who died. They will be in their comrades 
thoughts always.” 


On arrival in Folkestone the soldiers were 
each presented with ceremonial white 
scarves called khadas. 

Major Toby Jackman explained: “They 
are a traditional Nepalese welcome home 
symbol.” 

Food, beer and soft drinks were also laid 
on and many of the soldiers received bou¬ 
quets of flowers. 

Around 630 members of the battalion - 
known as 2RGR - deployed to Afghanistan 
in October last year. 

They have been spread out across 


Helmand Province in a variety of roles. 

These included stabilising the town of 
Musa Qaleh and operating at patrol bases 
Minden and Woqab, which are just yards 
from the forward operating positions of the 
Taliban. 

They also worked alongside the Queen 
Dragoon Guards, the Princess of Wales 

Royal Regiment and the Afghan National 
Army and police force.

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Shrub off the cold winter with 
some early blooming beauties

LATE spring into early summer is 
a fabulous time of year. There is 
still the freshness of spring, but 
with the added bonus of luxuriant 
growths and lengthening days. 

There are many deciduous shrubs that flower 
early in the summer, and tolerate a wide range 
of growing conditions. They are fully hardy and 
once established will thrive for years and years 
with remarkably little attention. 

One of my very favourites is Philadelphus 
‘Belle Etoile’. It flowers towards the end of 
May and into June, has a flower of pure white 
with a central dot of dark wine, and a perfume 
that is exquisite. It grows to 1.5 metres and is 
happy in sun and semi-shade. Philadelphus is 
a big family, so there are many variations of 
the plant including tall, dwarf, variegated and 
golden leafed. 

Weigelas have red and pink flowered vari¬ 
eties, with flowers that drape themselves 
along the length of the arching branches. One 
of the best is Weigela ‘Eva Rathke’ for its long 
flowering season. They are fully hardy and tol¬ 
erate a wide range of growing conditions, with 
heights ranging from 1 to 2.5 metres. 

If you have room for a specimen tree, have a 
look at the Comus family. Commonly called dog¬ 
woods, they are perhaps better known as shrubs 
that are grown for their brightly coloured stems 


in winter. But there are also Comus that grow 
into small trees, and Comus kousa is one of 
them. This deciduous tree grows to four metres, 
is easily grown in any reasonable soil, and only 
asks for good drainage. The large cream flowers 
(actually bracts, not flowers) are elegant, and 
when they cover the whole tree in early summer 
it is a magnificent sight. 

If you want a compact shrub Potentilla is a 
good choice. This deciduous shrub has tiny 
leaves and most commonly the flowers are 
bright yellow. There are other colours, in par¬ 
ticular, a white form, ‘Abbotswood White’, a 
cream-pink called ‘Daydawn’ and an orange 
called ‘Sunset’. They prefer full sun and have a 
long flowering season. 

How many others can I mention? 
Rhododendrons look stately and magnificent at 
this time of year, but they will need an article all 
to themselves. All I will say now is to make sure 
you visit a garden rich in rhododendrons, such 
as Sheffield Park in Sussex or Borde Hill, south 
of Gatwick Airport, to see them as fully-grown 
specimen plants. You will come home full of 
ideas for your own garden. 

Spirea, Kolkwitzia, Oleaira, Ceanothus, 
Choysia, Crataegus, Skimmia, Syringa, 
Viburnum, the list could go on and on. All of 
them are wonderful, well, perhaps not 
Syringa, but it’s all down to personal taste. I 
wish I could have all the pages of this newspa¬ 
per to fill it with my photos.

WHILE home experts are current¬ 
ly proclaiming the virtues of colour, 
it’s easy to forget the most versatile 
shade of them all.

“White gives modem spaces a light bright, 
crisp effect that is the perfect foil for this year’s

WE may still be admiring all our 
spring-flowering bulbs, as tulips 
and hyacinths come into their 
own, but if you want more bulbs 
in summer, it’s time to start 
planting them now 



There’s a wealth of choice for both con¬ 
tainers and borders, from fragrant lilies 
and dahlias, to cannas, gladioli, crocosmia 
and the Californian firecracker, 
Dichelostemma ida-maia. 

The pineapple plant, Eucomis bicolor, was 
judged this year’s summer bulb of the year 
by a panel of jour¬ 
nalists and horticul¬ 
tural experts in 
an event 
organised

Its striking pineapple-like tuft of colour, 
sitting above a rosette of wide, fleshy 
leaves, blooms in July and August. 

Plant eucomis in groups in spring, to rise 
out of gravel in a scree bed or grit at the 
front of a border. It looks lovely with cream 
and green variegated hostas and purple 
heucheras. 

While gladioli have earned themselves a 
reputation for being gaudy and difficult to 
place in a planting scheme, because their 
heavy spikes can look ungainly, some more 
subtle varieties are available. These include 
Gladiolus callianthus ‘Murielae’, which can 
be planted in April and May, either in deep 
pots or in good soil in the sun, producing 
deliciously fragrant delicate white petals 
with a deep burgundy blotch at the throat 
from August to October. 

Most summer-flowering bulbs, corms and 
tubers are sun lovers, so are ideal for patio 
pots. Some, such as tuberous begonias, need 
to be started indoors as they are not frost 
hardy and can be moved outside once all 
danger of frost has passed. 

Tropical-looking cannas, which produce 
fleshy exotic leaves and spikes of vibrant 
flowers from early summer until mid¬ 
autumn, can also be planted in pots. Start 
with the plants indoors in early spring, 
although I leave my pots of cannas near to 
the house, covered with a mulch of straw 
over the winter, and they still come back. 

They like plenty of water during the 
growing season and rich fertile soil, so grow 
them in large pots in John Innes No. 3 com¬ 
post. Protect against slugs and snails, 
which love the young emerging leaves. 

Rejuvenating 

Of course, the jewel in the crown of scent 
has to be the lily, with its impressive trum¬ 
pets of blooms in many colours. Buy bulbs 
as soon as they appear in shops and keep 
them cold until you plant them. Ideally 
they should be planted in early spring 
before they dry out. 

If you are planting summer bulbs in your 
beds and borders, draw up a design plan 
before you start. You don’t want smaller 
bulbs being lost by larger perennials during 
the growing season. 

Some bulbs are perfect for rejuvenating 
beds where annuals are running out of steam 
and perennials like lupins and delphiniums 
have been and gone. Foxtail lilies (eremurus), 
which come in a range of colours, produce tall 
bottlebrushes of flowers in midsummer, 
growing from one to two metres. 

However, they do have to be planted in 
early autumn in a sunny, warm, sheltered 
area to protect against strong winds. They 
need winter cold to flower. 

Remember that most summer bulbs like 
heat, so a sunny spot is essential. They also 
need really good drainage, so add some grit 
or sand to the soil before planting. 

As a general rule, plant bulbs at three 
times their depth below the surface of the 
soil or compost, or follow instructions given 
on the packet. 

Some summer-flowering bulbs, such as 
dahlias, will need lifting at the end of the 
autumn and storing until next year. Others, 
such as the early summer-flowering allium, 
will go on for years with no fuss at all.

Take a step into 
the secret garden 


HIDDEN in the heart of 
Sandwich you will find an oasis of 
calm and serenity. 

The Secret Gardens of Sandwich sit along 
the quayside of this medieval town and are 
almost completely hidden by the ancient city 
walls; enticing anyone with a sense of curios¬ 
ity to catch a glimpse of what lies beyond 
them. 

The Secret Gardens and The Salutation 
manor house which stands proudly at their 
centre were designed by renowned English 
architect Sir Edwin Lutyens in 1911-12. The 
Farrer brothers who commissioned the proj¬ 
ect desired a weekend retreat from which to 
enjoy the coastal air and to this day, it is still 
a beautiful and restful place to be. 

Rose beds 

In addition to the house, Lutyens also 
designed the garden layout resulting in 
strong architectural lines, tree-lined avenues 
and the framing effect achieved by archways 
and hedges. The outside space works in har¬ 
mony with the house in many ways. The 
ornate bowling lawn which lies to the south 
of The Salutation manor perfectly mirrors 
the layout of the dining room with the rose 
beds echoing the windows and doors on 
either side of the room. 

Seldom does the name Lutyens appear 
without that of his famous collaborator 
Gertude Jekyll. Together they created many 
country houses and gardens with Lutyens 
designing the house and Jekyll providing the 
garden design and planting scheme. While 
there is no definitive proof of Jekyll’s involve¬ 
ment with this project her influence is cer¬ 
tainly clear. She believed that a garden 
should offer unexpected views and visual 
surprises and should be made up of many 
‘rooms’ each with its own character; a way of 
thinking which is certainly in evidence at 
The Secret Gardens. 

One of the most striking garden features is 
the Main Perennial Borders which run the 
length of the garden. From the Lutyens 
bench at the bottom of the garden they draw 
they eye up the lawn towards the house, cre¬ 
ating a view to be gazed upon for hours 

Having been lost to wilderness for 25 years, 
an extensive restoration and re-planting pro¬ 
gramme by a dedicated team of gardeners 
has returned the gardens to their original 
beauty. Now open to the public, some original 
garden features such as the elegant Bowling 
Lawn and Holm Oak Walk have been 
revived. The White and Yellow gardens, the 
enchanting Woodland area and the wild 
Spring garden with its purple pyramid 


orchids can all be enjoyed by guests wander¬ 
ing in the garden. 

The Kitchen garden still fulfils its original 
purpose in providing the house with vegeta¬ 
bles and herbs and like the rest of the gar¬ 
dens is propagated using fully organic meth¬ 
ods. The Vegetable area which lies at the bot¬ 
tom of the Gardens beautifully fulfils both 
practical and aesthetic needs with its attrac¬ 
tive and colourful varieties of plants. In the 
central bed grows com, beans and squash 
which forms a relationship called the Three 
Sisters System. These plants, when grown 
together provide all the nutrients which each 
other requires and therefore can be grown 
together continuously without depleting the 
soil. 

While keeping a firm handle on the tradi¬ 
tional layout and style of the original garden, 
several recent additions have been made. The 
Tropical Border creates a more exotic dimen¬ 
sion to the planting and provides colour late 
into the season. This is also where you will find 
a Wollemi Pine, an incredibly rare tree which 
will be of special interest to anyone with a pas¬ 
sion for unusual plants. 

Throughout the grounds you will also dis¬ 
cover several copper sculptures which give 
the garden an entirely new role as a glorious 
natural art gallery for resident sculptor 
Emily Stone. 

The Tea Room at the Secret Gardens is real¬ 
ly very special. Situated in the Old Gatehouse 
and extended onto a charming wooden terrace 
beneath lofty lime trees; the fully licensed Tea 
Room is a perfect spot, come rain or shine. The 
crockeiy, silverware and cake stands which 
were sourced from the Savoy Hotel all help to 
evoke the elegant Edwardian pastime of tak¬ 
ing tea. The delicious cream teas, homemade 
cakes and light lunches mean the Tea Room 
has something for any time of day and is the 
ideal place to while away an hour or two.

April on the plot 

HOEING 

A dry spell at this time of year means per¬ 
fect hoeing weather. Dirty Nails gets busy 
with his hoe as early in the day as possible, 
to give sunshine plenty of time to shrivel up 
the annihilated weeds. He aims to pass the 
blade back and forth through the top layer of 
soil with small, smooth strokes. Dirty Nails 
keeps his blade sharp with a small file which 
he carries in his pocket. Stopping regularly 
to keep his blade keen also allows him an 
opportunity to stretch his back. The hoe is 
number one tool in the battle with weeds 
from now on and through the summer. He 
loves getting in amongst his crops, having a 
really close look all the time. Hoe when it is 
sunny, dry, and before you can see the weeds. 

RUNNER BEANS 

Runner beans can be sown now. Dirty 
Nails grows ‘Enorma’ which is high yielding 
with long, straight beans of excellent flavour. 
He also grows ‘White Emergo’ which is an 
old-fashioned, white flowered variety. It is 
prolific and tasty, as well as looking beautiful 
when in flower. 

He pops the classic pink and white speck¬ 
led beans into small pots of compost, on their 
ends, (4cm) deep. These are placed in the 
greenhouse or on a sunny windowsill and 
watered. Kept moist, they should start to 
sprout in a few days. Dirty Nails won’t con¬ 
sider planting them outside until after May 
12 because they are very tender and easily 
killed by a late frost. 

ROOT VEG 

Parsnips, sown in mid-March, are just 
beginning to show their first pair of small

plant seeds now 

pale-green leaves. It is a hard job spotting 
them amongst the seedling weeds at this 
stage, but Dirty Nails always makes an effort 
to clear around the tiny ‘snips when they 
first emerge. It’s a painstaking job but well 
worth making the effort before the parsnip 
bed turns into a mini-jungle. 

Dirty Nails has thinned his salsify and 
scorzonera this week too. They were sown in 


the first week of April and have germinated 
quickly. Two seeds were sown at (15cm) 
intervals, and by now they look like strands 
of grass. The weakest one has been pulled 
from each sowing station, the lines hoed and 
watered.

Cowardly way to 
treat brave men 

OUR Government’s treatment of the brave 
Nepalese soldiers who fought and risked 
their lives for this country is truly shameful. 

Gurkhas have fought a long battle for equal 
rights - to be treated the same as any other 
member of the British Army - and many 
thought Friday’s announcement from the 
Home Office would finally bring them justice. 

But their hopes were dashed after the 
Government imposed strict criteria on settle¬ 
ment rights that only a few of the pre-1997 
Gurkha veterans will be able to meet. 

The decision has been widely condemned, 
and rightly so, especially after last year’s 
High Court ruling that the Government’s 
existing policy on the Gurkhas was unlawful. 

If this announcement was based on finan¬ 
cial concerns, then that should have no place 
in deciding the future of brave men who have 
risked their lives for this country. 

No wonder so many of the Gurkhas’ sup¬ 
porters have said they feel ashamed. 

The service these renowned soldiers have 
given this country down the decades has been 
invaluable. They have fought for our freedom, 
yet they continue to be denied the freedom to 
settle here if they wish. 

That Gurkhas now fighting in Afghanistan 
have the right to stay but their grandfathers 
who fought in World War Two do not, flies in 
the face of common sense. 

Kent is proud of its link with the Gurkhas 
through Shomcliffe Barracks and is honoured 
to have them here. In true Gurkha spirit, 
they have pledged to fight on - and we will 
continue to back them to the hilt.

NORTH Korean leader 
Kim Jong-il is casting an 
eye over Kent - well not 
quite. 

There are still a fair few miles 
and several thousand South 
Korean and US troops before the 
North Koreans land at Dover. 

What is rather more worrying, 
especially during the rather 
muted run-up to the anniversary 
of the formation of Chinese com¬ 
munism in October, 1949, is the 
North Korean satellite and mis¬ 
sile launched this month. 

The last North Korean missile 
Taepong-2 was launched in 2006 
and wreckage hit parts of Alaska. 

The latest missile - there are 
no reports of Radio Pyongyang’s 
revolutionary playlist beaming in 
from outer space so it’s fairly safe 
to assume it blew up over the 
Pacific - poses a similar threat. 

North Korea now has the tech¬ 
nology to fire a missile into South 
Korea, Japan, Taiwan, central 
Russia and any eastern Chinese 
city such as Shanghai. 

As I say, we don’t need to call out 
the Home Guard just yet, but with 
the quiet release from four years’ 
house arrest of Pakistan’s Dr AQ 
Khan two weeks ago - the father 
of the Pakistani nuclear bomb - 
the real Axis of Evil is alive and 
well with Pakistani nuclear tech¬ 
nology working its way via Burma 
and China to North Korea. 

Any policeman on the beat at 
Bluewater or travellers using the

Channel Tunnel may want to 
pause for a moment and consider 
the implications of such dirty 
nuclear technology finding its 
way into Al-Qaedea’s hands.

my of a North Korean missile 
wiping out financial centres such 
as Tokyo or Hong Kong. 

The North Korean population 
is, of course, close to famine 
with reports in the winter of 
grass being eaten - so the mili¬ 
tary regime led by the Dear 
Leader only has to think of its 
own survival. 

Hence one of the world’s largest 
armies squaring up to the USA’s 
largest overseas troop force 
and navy, in a war that never 
ended after 1953, with only a 
truce at Panmunjong for the 
UN’s first war. 

Such a repulsive dictatorship 
armed with missile technology 
brings to mind Saddam Hussein 
who not only invaded Iran and 
then Kuwait but proceeded to 
drop Scud (the same technology 
as Kent received with Hitler’s V- 
2 rockets) missiles on Israel and 
Saudi Arabia. 

Iran’s nuclear reactors seem far 
less dangerous than the 
Pakistani, Burmese and Korean 
juntas’ nuclear plans. 

With the Sudanese president 
facing war crimes charges and 
some of the Congo and Rwanda 



leadership facing similar penal¬ 
ties at the International 
Criminal Court in the Hague 
we’re not too far away from the 
reality that dictatorship itself 
will be a crime against humanity. 

The last few regimes such as 
North Korea and Burma are 
largely propped up by China and 
a few rogue investors. 

Perhaps it is a small world 
after all and Kent should be 
doing more to develop democracy 
as we near the county elections. 

We might just see China visit 
Kent in 2012 with a Free Burma 
and Free North Korea delega¬ 
tion. Gold for KCC then, rather 
than not even in the stadium as 
at the moment.

As for a Nimby mentality, these homes 
will be in open country, so his choice of 
words is rather unfortunate. 

Newnham has no shops, no jobs, no 
school and the public transport is pathetic. 
Yet just a few miles away in Faversham 
there are empty sites crying out for regen¬ 
eration, with amenities readily to hand. 

Mr Whitburn’s time could be better spent 
asking the Government to change the law 
and just allow affordable housing within 
village boundaries. I have yet to hear any 
logical reason why the law is the way it is. 
Thankfully, local planners are more sym¬ 
pathetic to maintaining our countryside.

Offensive reporting 

Last week, KoS published as its exclusive 
front page lead a story headlined: Convicts’ 
nice little earner on day release. The sub¬ 
heading reads: Killer spills beans on 
inmates who re-offend after being freed 
from jail for rehabilitation. 

The story alleged prisoners at HMP 
Blantyre House were carrying out criminal 
activity while on day release and that some 
prisoners were involved in crime rings. 

The alleged source for this report and 
comments which have been attributed to 
me is an article I wrote for a national pris¬ 
oners’ newspaper in which I highlighted 
personal concerns in relation to prisoners 
like myself undertaking approved day 
release with minimal funds. 

I wish to clarify matters so your readers 
are in no doubt about the reality of life at 
Blantyre House and to put its current sta¬ 
tus in proper context. There has been no 
encouragement or coercion from prison 
managers that I should reply to your story. 

All prisoners coming to Blantyre House 
would have been risk-assessed prior to 
transfer. Those assessments are on-going, so 
there is a progression to an acceptable risk 
status before any prisoner is permitted day 
absences. 


I have undertaken more than 1,000 daily 
absences since June, 2005, in preparation 
for my eventual release and all have been 
strictly monitored. 

Blantyre House does not house sex offend¬ 
ers, arsonists or those who have convictions 
for harassment offences, and certainly does 
not accept those who have been involved in 
terrorism. 

Blantyre House has a 20-year history as a 
resettlement prison, one of only three reset¬ 
tlement prisons in the country, with a 
unique regime that places trust and respon¬ 
sibility on each prisoner so he leaves better 
prepared for life than might otherwise be 
the case. 

All the work necessary for him to desist 
from future criminal activity is realised 
through a structured plan and targets each 
prisoner is expected to achieve. 

Unlike almost all other prisons, Blantyre 
House does not experience a revolving-door 
of re-offending, which would be a waste of 
both money and time. 

There have been instances where offend¬ 
ers have let the side down and re-offended 
on day release, but they are few and far 
between. In the four years I have been at 
Blantyre House there has been less than a 
handftil, which is an excellent testimony to 
the work done here. 

There have been no escapes of those yet to 
be permitted day absences, and this group 
of prisoners will always remain in relatively 
secure conditions until the approval for day 
release has been subjected to vigorous risk 
assessments. 

KoS appears to suggest prisoners at 
Blantyre House are active in criminal 
activity and goes on to cite examples of how 
it is a “nice little earner”. Readers were told 
it was me who was alleging this, and that 
the source was the article I wrote for the 
prisoners’ newspaper. 

I should like to make it clear that the 
examples I gave are historic, some from as 
much as 10 years ago, and certainly do not 
apply to the current situation at Blantyre 
House, or to the present management. 

Moreover, as part of the restructure of 
Blantyre House, and in accordance with 
Ministry of Justice policy, the new manage¬ 
ment team has been appointed to oversee 
some of the changes, which in the event will 
mean a restructure as the recession takes 
hold, but will not change the policy of taking 
low-risk offenders. 


Blantyre House has for many years enjoyed 
a good relationship with the community, which 
sees many offenders engaging in voluntary 
and community work, some whom do go on to 
undertake paid employment with charitable 
trusts after release. 

Blantyre House is a prison and houses those 
convicted of offences and there will always be 
people who abuse trust placed in them (this is 
equally true for the rest of society). 

This can cause adverse effects for the rest of 
the prisoners, but it is a rare occurrence - and 
thankfully so. 

My article for the national prisoners’ news¬ 
paper, Inside Time, centred on my own con¬ 
cerns about the lack of funds available to those 
going out on day absences, which I thought 
was a valid point, and went on to argue that it 
was reasonable to suggest that some offenders 
without money might re-offend. 

Greg Clarke, the local MP, was reported as 
saying he had no sympathy. Neither does the 
prison management, whose response to my 
complaint was: “If you haven’t got it, don’t go.” 

I am the first to acknowledge there are those 


who are more affluent than others and we do 
have a creeping unemployment rate. 

And, in any event, who should concern them¬ 
selves about a ‘whingeing prisoner’ - which is 
an absolutely fair comment, but not one which 
would find acceptance with inmates generally 
who will one day be released from prison, who 
really do want to turn their lives around. 

I wanted to raise a point, back in February, 
about the lack of funds for the purposes out¬ 
lined and did so through the medium of the 
prisoners’ newspaper. 

I regret that your report attributes to me 
statements I never made. To the best of my 
knowledge, there are no active day release 
offenders at Blantyre House today - and if 
there were they would quickly be identified 
and removed to a closed prison. 

Your report about offenders who abused the 
trust placed in them five to 10 years ago - and 
is therefore historic - does not reflect the cur¬ 
rent situation at Blantyre House.

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VOLKSWAGEN’S original Golf 
GTI inspired the whole hot hatch¬ 
back genre in the 1970s yet has 
maintained a lofty detachment 
from wannabes ever since. 

Golf GTIs have not always been the best 
hot hatches to drive, but they have been the 
classiest - no ‘chav-tastic’ big spoilers were 
allowed to soil the image. 

The arrival of generation six in May (from 
£22,410) promises to fine-tune the mix of power, 
driving pleasure and discernment, not least 
because the new Golf range marks such a major 
step forward in the overall, hatchback sector. 

The latest car looks good, feels beautifully 
made and has an image that manages to be 
both premium and class-less; VW’s advertising 
hit the mark well with that famous TV clip of 
a man leaving a casino as a loser, but looking 
like a winner as he climbed into his Golf. 

So, weaving the GTI wand over the latest 
Golf promises much. VW claims the new car is 
“faster, sharper and more powerful” and, 
mindful of current market pre-occupations, 
“cleaner, safer and more efficient”. 

Like the outgoing GTI, it has a turbocharged

l,984cc engine, but transformed by revised 
pistons and rings, oil pump, induction system 
and high-pressure fuel pump. 

As a result, the old car’s 200PS (197bhp) out¬ 
put has been boosted to 210, delivering a sprint 
to 62mph in 6.9 seconds against the 7.2 of its 
predecessor. 

Despite such GTI credentials, the car has 
also ‘greened up’ its act with C02 emissions 
falling from 189g/km to 170g/km (DSG: 173 
g/km) and average economy rising nearly 
4mpg to around 39mpg. 

The car is available as a three or five-door 
with a six-speed manual or, for a £1,300 premi¬ 
um, VW’s slick double-clutch auto DSG 
gearbox, which affects fuel consumption only 
marginally. 

Interestingly, VW has a new electronic gizmo 
to ensure the prodigious power through the 
front wheels can actually be applied to the 
road without the steering wheel jerking in the 
driver’s hands. 

New computerised driver aids of recent 
years have done much to cure this so-called 
‘torque steer’ and the previous Golf GTI 


seemed untroubled by it - unlike some rivals 
- but perhaps VW was keen to keep things 
that way. 

Hence the XDS electronically controlled 
differential on the new car, devised to produce 
less wheelspin and greater control and preci¬ 
sion on demanding roads. 

It is complemented by GTI springs and 
dampers and lowered ride height - 22mm at 
the front and 15mm at the rear. 

Keen drivers can also specify VW’s adaptive 
chassis control system (ACC), featuring pneu¬ 
matically controlled damper units. 

As ever, the latest GTI avoids tasteless tat, 
but still looks like a hot Golf: it has a more 
aggressive front bumper with deep honeycomb 
air dam framed by vertical foglights, a rear 
diffuser flanked by big chrome tailpipes, subtle 
tailgate spoiler/wing and 17-inch ‘Monza’ 
alloys and red brake callipers. 

Standard interior features include red and 
black tartan sports seats with red stitching, a 
flat-bottom GTI multifunction steering wheel, 
and twin-zone climate control.

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Insignia ‘twins’ signal a 
conflict in motor market 


VAUXHALL is not alone in battling 
the contradictions of a modern 
motor market. 

Like the creepy Gollum character in the 
Lord of the Rings movie trilogy, carmakers 
are assailed on both sides by demons - new 
ones demanding greener cars and stats about 
mpg and C02 emissions, while the old ones 
crave the reassurance of bhp, seconds to 
60mph and top speed. 

No wonder Vauxhall has just unveiled 
sharply contrasting additions to the Insignia 
range: an ultra-green ecoFLEX version 
tuned for the environment and recession and 


STEVELOADER 


a ‘turbo-nutter’ VXR tuned for the senses. 

The VXR echoes the classic Lotus Carlton of 
the early 1990s with a lowered suspension, 
19-inch alloys as standard, more muscular 
front and rear ends including rear spoiler and 
dual matt chrome exhausts to shout the car’s 
extra power. 

There is also a sporty cabin with lots of VXR 
branding and twin Recaro front seats. 


And while it cannot match the Carlton’s 
377bhp power, it does have 325 and the abili¬ 
ty to apply it properly through all-wheel 
drive, hitting 60mph in 5.8 seconds. 

You can also have this powerhouse in saloon, 
hatchback and elegant estate or Sports Tourer 
format; a good old-style halo car to attack the 
likes of Audi’s new S4 sports model and under¬ 
cut it on price - although Vauxhall has yet to 
announce prices for this summer debutante. 

Its prim Insignia ecoFLEX sister is on sale 
right now though, from £19,600 with all sorts 
of savings attached and, thanks to the slinky 
styling of the Insignia, still catching the eye 
without pumped-up VXR cladding. 


OK, performance is more relaxed with 
0-60mph taking 8.9 seconds, but business 
drivers pay just 18 per cent Benefit in Kind 
tax - the second lowest band for a diesel car 
and 21 per cent lower than its standard 
Insignia equivalent - and ecoFlex owners save 
£25 a year road tax. 

The ecoFLEX is also 10 per cent better on 
fuel than its standard sister, averaging 
around 55mpg. 

All savings have been achieved by even bet¬ 
ter aerodynamics - ride height is marginally 
lower and the car’s underside has been 
streamlined - low rolling resistance Michelin 
tyres and different gearbox ratios.

BOSSES at Seat must hope that 
the vast amount of hot air exhaled 
over its new Exeo will whip up 
storming sales. 

Industiy watchers really cannot make up their 
minds over what is effectively an eight-year-old 
model - the previous generation Audi A4. 

But it all adds up to publicity and profile for 
Seat and I think it was actually shrewd of 
Audi’ sister brand to lift the former executive 
star’s production line and drop it in Spain. 

For a start, it is still a craclung car, replaced 
ahead of its time and none the worse for subtle 
re-engineering and visual tweaking by Seat. 

Secondly, the so-called family saloon and 
estate sector - yes, a remodelled A4 Avant is 
due soon too - has taken a kicking lately 
through competition from MPVs and SUVs. 

Nevertheless, there is still profitability; 
enough to entice Seat, which has never really 
challenged here before, to enter it while avoid¬ 
ing the design, tooling up and pre-production 
costs of a totally new car. 


Thirdly, the Exeo offers potential for Seat 
to retain existing customers looking to 
trade-up to a family model while attracting 
interest and possible conquest customers - 
people who never looked at the brand 


before, but are now tempted by an Audi for 
Seat money’. 

And that bargain executive car proposition 
is delivered not only by prices starting from 
just £17,740, but trims and specifications that 


would have cost you dear in the days when 
Audi’s four rings adorned the bonnet. 

It is the Exeo’s bonnet that is hardest to get 
used to; it might take design cues from other 
Seats, but the sweeping ‘dynamic line’ that has

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flanked recent Seats is conspicuously absent 
and it can’t help looking like a ‘dodgy Audi’. 

The rear end is more successful rework, with 
Seat’s badge cum boot release sitting dead cen¬ 
tre and replacing the A4’s number plate - the 
latter drops to bumper level on the Seat. 

The Exeo also cannot help suffering from the 
A4’s relatively cramped rear seating - a draw¬ 
back redressed almost excessively by its 
replacement. 

But remember the greater benefits of this 
upmarket ‘hand-me-down’ exercise: pricing, 
peerless build quality, safety, reliability, a high 
quality cabin - actually ported over from the 
even more premium A4 Cabriolet rather than 
the saloon/estate - a decent boot and a terrific 
drive. 

It is the last that deserves most praise; Seat 



engineers could have sat on their hands and 
simply gone with the same sporty chassis set¬ 
up as the Audi, since the second generation A4 
really put pressure on the sector-leading 
BMW 3-Series in the compact executive sector 
and boosted Audi’s UK volumes. 

That said, the A4’s handling and ride pleased 
keen drivers, but could be irritating in every¬ 
day use and a pain in the backside for passen¬ 
gers, particularly the Sport chassis spec. 

So Seat has done some good in-house work 
here. There is also a Sport option, but our test 
car had the standard set-up that delivers a 
refined ride and responsive handling even on 
the most challenging roads. 

Our mid-range SE spec car, with its entry 
level 2.0-litre 143PS/141bhp turbodiesel and 
six-speed gearbox also impressed with its live¬ 



liness, excellent cabin refinement and motor¬ 
way composure - it should also average more 
than 50mpg. 

The A4 cabriolet dashboard really oozes 
quality and you can imagine some internal 
wrangling at Audi HQ over why Seat was 
allowed to walk away with so much for the 
Exeo project. 

Equipment levels are lavish, with our SE 
including cruise control, USB/MP3 port, 
Bluetooth phone connectivity and voice control 
plus steering wheel-mounted controls for 
sound system and phone, rain sensing wipers, 
dual-zone climate control, electrically 
heated/folding/adjustable door mirrors and 
smart alloys. 

Never mind all that hot air - check out a 
bargain.

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Algarve brainwave 
is a hot proposition

ITS BUSINESS on a plate - or 
rather hot stone - but Kent cou¬ 
ple Mike and Hilary Moloney are 
finding that hobbies which turn 
into money-spinners carry the 
down-sides of going it alone as 
well as successes. 

They used to have regular holidays on 
Portugal’s Algarve. Little did they think that 
an idea they had during a break there would 
eventually sizzle their social life. 

A memorable Chateaubriand steak cooked 
on a hot stone in a restaurant a couple of 
years ago was the trigger for the couple to 
track down one for their own kitchen. 

The trail led them from the chef to a 
branch of the supermarket Macro, and soon 


the first batch of the grills were being dis¬ 
patched to Kent and sold to family and 
friends. 

Hot stone cooking goes back to the ancient 
civilizations and is reckoned to be a healthy 
and natural low-fat style of tabletop cooking 
without oil or fat. 

Mr Moloney said: “I was working full-time 
as a finance director for an international 
company, but what started out as a hobby, 
selling these things on eBay and from our 
garage, soon took off. 

“We began to expand the range, importing 
traditional cataplana cooking pots and terra¬ 
cotta tableware. Soon our four-car garage 
was full, our loft was full, the carport was 
stacked and even the gazebo in the garden 
was piled high with stock. We had to do 
something.” 

It was then the business went to a more 
professional level. Mr Moloney, who is a 
council member of the Thames Gateway 
Chamber of Commerce, realised he needed 
advice, so he started attending workshops 


and seminars run by Business Link, the 
Institute of Directors and Chambers of 
Commerce. 

He is now seeing a 90 per cent year-on-year 
rise in turnover in the cookware and table¬ 
ware marketing business which he admits is 
remarkable given the economic climate. 

They now have a showroom for their 
Kitchen To Table range of 1,500 lines at 
Laker Road on Rochester Airport Estate. It 
was bought by their Portuguese trading sup¬ 
plier, Abel Santiago, which is now their land¬ 
lord, and they have self-employed selling 
agents across the country. 

IoD Kent chairman Frazer Thompson said: 
“Mike is an example of how a combination of 
hard work and sound research pays off. 

“We tend to be experts in certain areas, but 
by listening to others, all business people can 
learn and benefit from sharing and passing 
on our experience. 

Although business generally is going 
through some difficult times, there are still 
opportunities to be seized.”

Drumming up Aussie backing for fuel savings 


A KENT firm looks set to make it big Down 
Under after an Australian company signed a 
deal to spread its hydrogen energy technology 
throughout the continent. 

Oil Drum, an award-winning renewable 
energy company based at the Canterbury 
Enterprise Hub at the University of Kent, has 
granted a licence to Apollo Gas Products, a 
business based near Sydney. 

The deal was struck after Apollo recognised 
the potential for Oil Drum’s Save-Fuel device 
for the Australian market where the freight 
transport industry, with its road-trains, has to 
cover huge distances. The fuel-saving device 


has been shown in independent tests to reduce 
consumption by more than 10 per cent, reduce 
carbon dioxide and cut hydrocarbon emissions 
to zero. 

Darryl Watts, managing director of Oil Drum, 
said: “Australia has the largest road-legal vehi¬ 
cles in the world, with some super trucks, 
known as road-trains, weighing in at close to 
200 tonnes, which is nearly fives times the 
maximum allowed in the UK. 

“Add to this the immense distances these 
vehicles operate over and fuel consumption is 
even more of an issue.” 

Since it was launched, the system - which is 


a compact unit attached to a truck or bus and 
powered by the vehicle’s own power source, has 
been fitted to more than 500 vehicles. 

Oil Drum, which won the Kent Innovation 
Challenge in 2008, is also working with BAE 
Systems, the global defence and aerospace com¬ 
pany, to evaluate the application of the product 
on military vehicles. 

The company is also in negotiations with 
other potential licensees throughout the world, 
including the USA, South Africa and 
Singapore. The international licensing agree¬ 
ment was developed for Oil Drum by commer¬ 
cial law firm Vertex Law, based at Kings Hill.

They all won the Queen’s Award for Enterprise in International Trade. 

The awards are held for five years and winning businesses are entitled 
to fly the award flag and display the emblem on their marketing and 
products. Here we profile the three Kent winners:

KEMET International employs 64 people 
and manufactures diamond abrasive 
consumables for high-precision lapping 
and polishing, pictured left. 

Established in 1938, it started by 
importing woodworking machines to 
manufacture the Mosquito fighter- 
bomber used in World War Two, before 
expanding into diamond abrasives. 

Today it has operations across Europe, 


Asia, the Far East and Australia. It has 
consistently increased its export earn¬ 
ings over six years from £2.7 million to 
nearly £5m per annum. Exports now 
account for 65 per cent of total earnings.

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Global epidemic of 
security breaches 


Saving cash and 
the environment 
by ‘going virtual’

BREACHES of data security is one of the 
biggest problems for businesses. 

In 2008 alone, more than 280 million records were com¬ 
promised worldwide - more than the previous four years 
combined. 

That’s one of the main findings of an investigation by 
South East-based Verizon Business, a global communica¬ 
tions and IT provider. 

Its forensics team analysed thousands of data points 
from investigations around the world and found that 91 
per cent of all compromised records were attributed to 
organised criminal groups. 

Just about all records were compromised from servers 
and applications, and three quarters of breaches came 
from external sources. Two thirds were discovered by a 
third party, and one third implicated business partners. 

The firm’s Wade Baker said: “2008 will likely be remem¬ 
bered as a tumultuous year. Among the headlines of eco¬ 
nomic woes came reports of some of the largest data 
breaches in history. 

“These events served as a reminder that, in addition to 
our markets, the safety and security of our information 
could not be assumed either.” 

An astounding 285 million records were compro¬ 
mised. In the more successful breaches, the attacker 
exploited a mistake committed by the victim, hacked 


into the network, and installed malware to collect data. 

Only 17 per cent of attacks were designated to be high¬ 
ly difficult, yet they accounted for 95 per cent of the total 
records breached. So, while hackers prefer soft targets, 
they do seem to know where best to apply the pressure 
when motivated. 

Mr Baker said: “The best defence against data breach¬ 
es is, in theory, quite simple - don’t retain data. Since that 
isn’t realistic for many organisations, the next best thing 
is to retain only what is required for business or legal rea¬ 
sons, to know where it lives and flows, and to protect it 
diligently. 

“The majority of breaches occur because basic controls 
were not in place or because those that were present were 
not consistently implemented across the organisation. 

“A large proportion of attackers gain access to enter¬ 
prise networks via default, shared, or stolen credentials. 
Furthermore, organisations seem to have little visibility 
into this problem. 

“It’s certainly best to prevent such incidents in the first 
place, but a second line of defence is to review accounts 
for signs of abuse or anomalies. 

‘Whatever the sophistication and aggressiveness of 
attacks, the ability to detect a breach when it occurs is a 
huge stumbling block for most organisations. 

“Whether the deficiency lies in technology or process, 
the result is the same - and few victims discover their 
own breaches.”

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THOUSANDS of small business 
owners are discovering the bene¬ 
fits of‘going virtual’ - it can result 
in huge cash savings and is envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly. 

Virtual businesses are flour¬ 
ishing in the economic downturn 
and online freelance market¬ 
place PeoplePerHour.com has 
grown by more than 500 per cent 
in one year. 

With widespread broadband 
internet access and new online 
resources, it’s increasingly easy to 
conduct business entirely online, 
eliminating costs associated with 
permanent staff and office leases. 

Thousands of start-up business¬ 
es are keeping costs to a mini¬ 
mum by linking up with skilled 
individuals online to work on ad 
hoc projects. 

It isn’t only start-up businesses 
that are going virtual. Some well- 
established traditional enterpris¬ 
es are revising their business 
models entirely and adopting vir¬ 
tual systems to cut costs and 
boost profits. 

For example, sales consultancy 
Ask-Kent took the decision to 


become a virtual business in 
2006. Previously a traditional 
outfit with 10 full-time employees 
working from a Maidstone office, 
the company now operates virtu¬ 
ally, employing remote freelancers 
through PeoplePerHour.com and 
operating entirely online. 

Founder Richard Romaine mon¬ 
itors his staff and their work 
online. 

He said: “We have cut over¬ 
heads by £80,000 per year by 
going virtual. 

“This is the primary benefit of 
the move, but as a valuable off¬ 
shoot we have saved about 100 
rush-hour journeys per week, 
which has resulted in a massive 
reduction in our carbon footprint.” 

PeoplePerHour.com launched in 
2007 and is growing rapidly as a 
result of the UK’s virtual business 
trend. The site enables businesses 
to post ad hoc projects for remote 
freelance workers to bid to work 
on. In April last year, 
PeoplePerHour.com had 5,000 
users. 

Today, the site has more than 
28,500. 


Don’t let data thieves 
shred your company 


SHREDDING confidential data is the best 
way for businesses to stay safe from identi¬ 
ty fraud, according to experts. 

A survey by the Association of Chief 
Police Officers revealed that £20 billion is 
lost through weaknesses exploited in infor¬ 
mation security. 

Companies House says between 50 and 
100 cases of corporate identity fraud occur 
every month.

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Kent on Sunday sport takes 
a look back at the county’s 
sporting action of yesteryear 



ONE hundred years ago, a thrashing at the 
hands of West Ham United looked like 
proving the final straw for Tunbridge Wells 
Rangers. 


The club finished rock bottom of the South Eastern 


League and attendances were so poor that officials were 
doubtful they would be able to raise a side for the 1909- 
10 season. 

The club survived, however, and went on to pull in four- 
figure crowds during the interwar period, playing both 
Carlisle and Accrington Stanley in the Second Round 
Proper of the FA Cup in 1930 and 1936 respecively. 

• Edward Wentworth Dillon was named captain of Kent. 
The 28-year-old, from Penge, was a former Oxford Blue 
who also excelled at rugby, playing at three-quarters for 
Blackheath and going on to represent England. 

‘Ted’ vindicated Kent’s faith in him by skippering his side 
to the county championship in both 1909 and 1910. 


FIFTY years ago, the Faversham 
Boxing Tournament was allegedly spoiled 
because too many of the bouts were one¬ 
sided affairs. 

The nadir for the organisers came when a local hopeful, 
F Mumford fought T Duff, the county champion. 

Mumford was pummelled throughout the first round, 
hit the canvas at the start of the second and then spared 
further punishment by the referee. 

• Gillingham keeper Alf Bentley was a virtual spectator 
as the Gills eased to a 2-0 victory over Southport, making 
just two saves in the entire 90 minutes. The first goal was 
the result of a goalmouth scramble with the scorer’s iden¬ 
tity confused - Paul Terry added the second. 




TWENTY five years ago, Hull City chairman 
Don Robinson warned Maidstone United 
they would have to resolve their board- 
room crisis if they wanted to stand any 
chance of getting elected to the Football League. 

On the field the Stones were poised to win the Alliance 
Premier League, but behind the scenes directors had mount¬ 
ed a coup to depose chairman Jim Thompson, protesting 
against the “autocratic” way in which he ran the club. 


United won the league and Thompson would later win his 
battle in court, but despite being promised Hull’s vote, the 
Stones were victims of the “old pals act” on election day - 
and Hartlepool were spared relegation. 


Shakey back on track 
after knee infection

SHANE Byrne is hoping to kick- 
start his World Superbike 
Championship challenge at Assen 
this afternoon after a disappoint¬ 
ing start to the season. 

With three rounds completed, Byrne is yet to 
finish in the top five in his debut season in the 
series, with sixth place at Qatar his best result 
so far. 

Last time out in Valencia, the Sheppey rider 
was hampered by a knee infection, which saw 
him only able to finish ninth and 11th, leaving 
him 14th in the rider standings. 

However, a fully-fit Byrne is hoping to get his 
season back on track by returning to the world 
famous Assen circuit in Holland this afternoon. 

The circuit known as the ‘home of motorcy¬ 
cling’ has favoured Ducati bikes in the past, 
which bodes well for Byrne’s Sterilgarda 
Ducati team. Last year Sterilgarda finished 
fourth with Ruben Xaus in the hot seat. 

Byrne said: “I’m confident the team 
has potential to fight for the top. I hope to do 
just that at Assen when I’ll be recovered 
physically. 

“I feel like every team in the championship 
must have taken a bit of a step forward 
because there is no way we can go from head¬ 
ing the field in testing to a best result of sixth. 

“Just about every round so far we’ve pretty 
much had the pace. It just hasn’t turned into 
decent races, that said with my infection hope¬ 
fully gone and a bit of luck, hopefully we’ll be 
much closer to the sharper end.” 

In the British Touring Car Championship, 


Motorbase Performance head to Britain’s 
fastest race circuit at Thruxton this weekend 
hoping to build on the momentum gained from 
their first-ever win in the series. 

The Wrotham-based team had an opening 
round to remember with driver Rob Collard 
recording their maiden victory at home circuit 
Brands Hatch earlier this month. 

Jonathan Adam completed a historic weekend 
for the team by clinching a second place finish in 
the third race, which helped Motorbase secure 
third in the team’s championship standings. 

Team boss David Bartrum is keen to prove 
to the paddock his team’s pace at Brands 
Hatch was not a fluke and is hungry for more 
podium finishes. 


He said: “Obviously we were delighted to get 
off to such a good start at Brands Hatch and 
secure our first win. That has given us some 
real momentum to take to Thruxton and an 
incentive to really push hard for more big 
results.” 

With the nature of the flat Thruxton circuit 
and the rear-wheel drive of the BMW car, 
Bartrum is under no illusion the work need¬ 
ed to reach the top step of the podium once 
again. 

He added: “Thruxton is a really tough circuit 
though and we will have to work very hard to 
make sure we are fighting at the front again. 
We want to keep setting our sights high as 
always and podiums are the target.” 


Former ground where Angels first tread 

In the second of a series on defunct sport venues, FRED ATKINS looks at the Angel in Tonbridge 


TONBRIDGE Angels owe their unique name 
to their former ground, the Angel, which lay 
just to the east of the High Street, between 
the River Medway and the London to Dover 
railway line. 

The Angels, who formed in 1947, took over 
the ground and pulled in more than 5,000 fans 
for their first game in the Southern League, 
a 2-1 defeat to Hastings United. 

The ground’s previous tenant was Kent 
County Cricket Club, who played there 
from 1869 until Hitler intervened 70 years 
later. 

From 1897 to 1927 the Angel was also home 
to the Nurseiy, which produced a series of 
high-calibre cricketers for both Kent and 
England, including Colin Blythe, Frank 
Woolley and Tich Freeman.

A similar conveyor belt of talent could be 
witnessed when the Angels played football 
there a few decades later. 


England World Cup winner George Cohen 
managed the side during the 1970s, Malcolm 
MacDonald began his career there as a jun¬ 
ior in 1965 and Ron Saunders, the manager 
who took Aston Villa to their last title in 
1981, scored 39 goals for the club during the 
1956-57 season. 

The Angel Ground’s location was the prime 
reason for its downfall. At a time before politi¬ 
cians had cottoned on to football’s electoral 
value, a site of that size, that close to a town 
centre was simply too lucrative to be allowed 
to remain as a sports ground. 

In October, 1977, the local council 
announced plans to redevelop the ground and 
a protracted, bitter legal battle to ensure the 
Angels’ survival. 

The club eventually survived, but only after 


going to the High Court to ensure they could 
carry on at a new venue, their present home 
at Longmead. 

The programme for the first game at the 
new ground hinted at past struggles: “It is an 
occasion for all those who have stuck with 
the club during its period of crisis, from chair¬ 
man Bill Wheeler down; it is an occasion for 
all those who retained hope in the face of 
crippling adversity.” 

It would be difficult to overstate the 
hideousness of the retail park that now occu¬ 
pies the site. 

The sporting connection is maintained, 
tenuously, by a leisure centre and bowls club, 
but there’s no hint that football was played 
here and a small plaque is the only reminder 
that this was once a cricket ground.

‘Free Thursday’ to attract crowds to European Op en

THE European Tour’s bold free 
ticket experiment for the 
European Open appears to 
be paying off with 
demand already sur- f I 
passing last year’s total 
a month before the tour¬ 
nament tees off. 

After a successful debut last July, a star- 
studded field will return to the London Gulf 
Club, near Ash, on May 28 to compete in the 
£1.8 million event. 

Boosted by the Tour’s Tree ticket Thursday’ 
promotion, where fans could apply online to 
watch the first day’s play for free, total atten¬ 
dance was 57,000. This year the offer has 
been extended to all four days, with 75,000 
tickets already claimed by fans online. 

Heath Harvey, general manager at the 
London Club, is delighted with the response 
so far and believes the final figure will be 
well in excess of 100,000. 

Big crowds 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I think in these 
times sponsors want to see big crowds and 
that’s what they are going to get. It’s not a 
proven business model, but if we get the level 
of support we expect it will be justified. 

“It’s terrific the European Tour has done it 
and it’s been so well received. Our aim is to 
build on the success of last year’s tournament. 

“The feedback from the players was 
unequivocal; they liked the course and the 
crowds. Some tournaments can only attract 
8,000 people a day we had 30,000 on the first 
day and we’re looking to going past that fig¬ 
ure every day this year.” 

It is the first time the four-day offer has 
been trialled in Europe. It has only been used 


once on the Tour before, at last year’s South 
African Open, which saw record-breaking 
crowds. With no fees for entrance or parking, 
it is a gamble, with sponsors hoping the 
crowds spend once they get to the course. 

Ernie Els has already confirmed he will be 
competing in the tournament. Sergio Garcia, 
Padraig Harrington and Justin Rose were 
among the star attractions last year and a 
similarly strong field is again expected. 

It could be further boosted with the 
potential appearance of John Daly. The 
maverick American is serving a six-month 
suspension from the PGA Tour after a 


series of indiscretions on and off the course. 

The cash-strapped former Open Champion 
is playing the four European Tour events 
preceding the European Open and could 
compete on the Kent course, despite an invi¬ 
tation to play in a more lucrative event in 
Texas in the same week. 

Harvey said: “It would be exciting. John 
Daly would put an extra 10,000 on the gate 
every day. He’s an enormous draw but it’s 
just rumours at the moment.”

Penalty shootout 
woe for Dynamos 

INVICTA Dynamos head coach Kevin Parrish 
feels his side can look back on the season with 
pride despite finishing with a sudden death 
penalty shootout defeat last weekend. 

The Mos came back from 2-0 down to force 
overtime against Nottingham Lions in the 
play-off final, before losing on penalties in the 
season finale. 

In a rollercoaster climax 
to the season the 
Gillingham-based side also 
lost the final of the National 
League Cup last month, 
but did lift the league 
National Final trophies. 

Although they fell short 
of a quartet of titles, 

Parrish does not want the 
defeat to Nottingham to 
cloud an otherwise suc¬ 
cessful campaign. 

He said: “We ran a veiy good club very close 
but just didn’t have that extra firepower to win. 
We’ve picked up two trophies this season - the 
two we really wanted to win - and were unfor¬ 
tunate not to win the other two.” 

Parrish completely rebuilt the squad last sum¬ 
mer in a bid to freshen up the club. He is not 
expecting to undertake the same level of recruit¬ 
ment during the close season this year, although 
four or five changes are expected. 

Talks will be held with out of contract players 
in the next few weeks, including Slovakian 
imports Milan Kostolny and Martin 
Melichercik, but Parrish’s priority is to retain 
netminder Joe White. 

He said: “I know there are clubs looking at 
him.

Edwards aiming

INJURIES to Kent’s frontline bowlers pre¬ 
sented a chance for Phil Edwards to make 
his County Championship debut this week 
and it’s one the young seamer is hoping to 
build on, writes Glenn Pearson. 

The 25-year-old, who became the first 
Sheppey-born cricketer to represent Kent 
in the meantime, made a tidy if not spec¬ 
tacular county debut in Kent’s first cham¬ 
pionship game of the season against 
Northamptonshire at St Lawrence. 

With Amjad Khan, Simon Cook and 
Robbie Joseph all out with injury and Ryan 
McLaren away with the Mumbai Indians in 
the Indian Premier League, skipper Rob 
Key opted to hand Edwards a debut 
ahead of fellow paceman Warren Lee. 

“It was really unexpected to be honest, I 
did alright last year so it was good to be 
given a go and I really enjoyed it,” 
Edwards said. “It wasn’t really too nerve- 
racking as I have been around the team for 
the last few weeks during pre-season and 
in the winter so I was confident being 
around them and making my debut. 

Opportunity 

“I think I bowled alright, I spoke to 
Keysey before the game and he wanted 
me to do a holding job, going at less than 
three an over and that’s what I did, so I did 
my job for him. I was quite happy with how 
I did and was pretty unfortunate not to 
pick up a wicket.” 

With Cook and Joseph expected to be 
close to a comeback next week and Khan 
and McLaren potentially available towards 
the end of May, Edwards, who plays Kent 
League cricket at Sittingbourne side Gore 
Court, is aware he needs to grasp the 
opportunity with both hands. 

He said: “I was pleased to get a go, I 
know there have been a few injuries in the 
camp so I have been given an opportunity 
and it is up to me to take it really. 

“It’s a long season and now that I have 
been given an opportunity I have to try and 
secure my position if I can and it’s up to me 
to grasp it.” 

Edwards is a product of the Kent youth 
system, having progressed from the under- 
15 side to the second XI before he went to 
Cambridge University where he made his 
First Class debut in 2004, followed by a 
stint with the second XI at Sussex. 

A call from Academy director Phil Relf 
saw him return to St Lawrence last season 
where he played in the second team, 
showing enough to be given a develop¬ 
ment contract during the winter.

County FA chief hits back at damning rep ort

MEMBERS of Parliament aren’t 
usually strapped for ideas on how 
to spend other people’s money 

So there was a certain irony when the All 
Party Parliamentary Football Group produced 
a report this week, lambasting top clubs for 
“financial doping”. 

Condemning what it described as “ludicrous 
levels of borrowing”, the report claimed that 
so-called soft loans from benefactors to football 
clubs were a recipe for catastrophe and made 
27 separate recommendations as to how the 
game might get its house in order. 

While the report’s main target was the 
Premier League, the message also applies in 
Kent, where virtually every senior club above 
Kent League level has faced some kind of 
financial crisis in the past decade. 

Gillingham have had to restructure a multi¬ 
million pound debt with the Royal Bank of 
Scotland, and Ebbsfleet have a serious mem¬ 
bership shortfall. 

Meanwhile, Margate, Folkestone, Ashford, 
Tonbridge, Dover, Maidstone and others have 
all experienced crises of varying severity, with 
playing budgets slashed and talk of imminent 
financial meltdown predicted.

It is, however, rare, for a club to actually fold. 
The last time a senior club went under in the 
county was in the 2000-01 season when 
Sheppey United and Canterbury City both 
withdrew from the Kent League, but this was 
unusual. 

Nor is there anything new in football clubs 


facing financial problems, as a glance at any 
club history will prove. 

The chief executive of the Kent County FA, 
Keith Masters, believes there isn’t a major 
problem at a local level. “Money’s tight every¬ 
where, but clubs are cutting their cloth accord¬ 
ingly,” he said. 

“You hear of one or two players who are 
doing the rounds and might get offered an 
extra tenner a week to move somewhere at 
Kent League level, but you pay what you pay 
people.” 

Some observers have argued that a salary 
cap would help, but Masters feels at a local 
level this is both immoral and unworkable. 

“I don’t think you could do that,” he said. 
“There’s an argument that it’s a restriction of 
people’s human rights and you don’t say to 
Asda you should limit what they pay the 
people who stack their shelves, do you? People 
pay what they can afford.” 

And traditionally, clubs have always lived 
beyond their means - even in the Kent League 
playing budgets of £2,000 per week are not 
unheard of. Gate receipts and bar takings 
have never fully subsidised wages, with the 
difference being made up by wealthy local 
benefactors. 

As one club chairman said: “It’s my money. 
Why shouldn’t I spend it how I want to 
spend it?” 


Play-offs a rude awakening for Gills fans 


GILLINGHAM fans are dismayed at the 
scheduling for the League Two play-offs which 
could see them forced to get up before dawn to 
see the biggest game of the club’s season. 

Mark Stimson’s side went into yesterday’s 
penultimate game of the league season 
against Bury with a slim chance of automat¬ 
ic promotion, but the likelihood is that their 
promotion hopes will be decided through the 
play-offs. 

The games will be shown live on satellite 
television, but the second legs of the League 
Two semi-finals on Sunday, May 10, coincide 
with key Premier League games. 

The only way to avoid a clash is to schedule 
the kick-offs at 11.30am and 6.30pm. 

With the exception of Dagenham & 
Redbridge, all Gills’ potential opponents are in 
the north. 

Alan Liptrott, co-editor of fansite gillscon- 
nect.com, believes the timings will make fans 
think twice about travelling. 


He said: “It just seems so unfair that we 
might have to go to Rochdale for 11.30am on 
a Sunday. To get there in time fans would 
have to set off at about 6am. 

'Without a shadow of a doubt the numbers 
travelling away will go down. I think a lot of 
fans will watch it down the pub and save their 
money in the hope of going to Wembley for the 
final.” 

If Gills finish fourth or fifth, the home leg 
will be on the Sunday. Even in this scenario 
the prospect of a morning kick-off, notorious 
for their lack of atmosphere, hardly seems fit¬ 
ting for what would be the most important 
game of the season. 

Gills boss Mark Stimson sympathises, but 
believes under the circumstances it would not 
be a problem. 

He said: “The morning games never have the 
same buzz, but I think when you are in the 
situation of a second leg and the chance of 
going to Wembley it will be different.”

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Parnell signing represents Kent coup 


KENT’S new overseas signing Wayne 
Parnell will add much-needed variety to 
the county’s bowling attack, according to 
director of cricket Graham Ford, writes 
Glenn Pearson. 

The 19-year-old left-arm seamer agreed 
terms with the county on Thursday, initial¬ 
ly for a six-week period, although Ford told 
Kent on Sunday that Parnell could possi¬ 
bly stay for the season if not selected by 
South Africa. 

Kent were hopeful the South African 
international would obtain a visa and 


arrive in time for today’s Friends 
Provident Trophy game against Somerset 
at Taunton, but that wasn’t the case when 
KoS went to press. 

Parnell has played only 11 first-class 
games for his native Eastern Province 
Warriors side, taking 27 wickets at an aver¬ 
age of 33.25. 

In his four one-day international appear¬ 
ances to date for the Proteas, he has claimed 
six wickets at an average of 31 with a strike- 
rate of a wicket every 36 deliveries. 

His last international appearance was on 


April 13, when he played against Australia 
at his home ground in Port Elizabeth. 

Ford said the fast bowler will be a good 
replacement for Stuart Clark who was re¬ 
called by Australia. 

He said: “Wayne is a young cricketer who 
has come through in South Africa, bowls left 
arm and swings it nicely at a reasonable 
pace. He captained South African under-19s 
and showed he has a mature head on his 
shoulders, as well as a fantastic work ethic. 

“He was seen as an all-rounder in earlier 
days but has now come through as a front¬ 


line bowler with the national side. Being a 
left-arm seamer, he will certainly give us a 
bit of variety.” 

Although Parnell’s signing is for an ini¬ 
tial six weeks - the same length of time 
afforded to Clark - Kent will be monitor¬ 
ing his involvement with South Africa to 
see if the move could be extended to the 
end of the summer. 

Ford said: “He is pretty certain to be in 
South Africa’s side for the World Twenty20, 
but if he does not make that, then there is a 
chance he could stay with us longer.”

Club hit bv new cash crisis

EBBSFLEET United could face a 
significant reduction in their 
playing squad for next season 
unless £80,000 can be raised in 
the next two months. 

The Blue Square Premier club, who are 
owned and run by internet community 
MyFootballClub, held an open meeting this 
week to discuss the club’s future, where it 
was revealed only five players have contracts 
for next season. 

Money 

Chairman John Moules insisted the club 
was not in debt, but pointed out that in 
order to retain the management staff and 
players for next season, a figure of £80,000 
has to be found. 

He said: 'We have money at the club and 
we are not going to go broke tomorrow, but 
what we are looking for is to bring money in 
as early as possible so we can get players 
together in July for next season. 

“All we are saying is there is not enough 
to meet the going forward requirement. We 


have got enough to retain some players 
now. This year’s playing budget was 
£10,000, then you have got all the costs 
that go with that. In an ideal world that is 
what we want again and that comes to a 
cost of £40,000 a month.” 

Moules also told Kent on Sunday that the 
£250,000 accrued from last season’s Wembley 
visit in the FA Trophy and the £150,000 from 
the sale of striker John Akinde has been 
spent, leaving the club in need of added funds 
to offer contracts to the existing squad. 

Only goalkeeper Lance Cronin, Michael 
Gash, Darius Charles, Michael West and 
Steven Springett are tied in for next sea¬ 
son, while manager Liam Daish and the 
rest of the squad are left waiting until it’s 
known the club has the funds available. 

A number of initiatives were discussed at 
the meeting in order to raise the money, 
which included supporters being urged to 
buy season tickets and making monetary 
contributions, such as paying £5-a-week. 

The MyFC board is also looking at poten¬ 
tial investors to help the club’s plight. 

One idea that the club are seriously con¬ 
sidering is a radical change in the MyFC 
subscription fee. 

As it stands, members pay a £35 subscrip¬ 
tion to become a part-owner of the club. After 
membership renewals suffered a significant 
drop in February from 32,000 to around 



10,000, the club are to discuss the proposal of 
scaling down the membership to 5,000 who 
will all pay £100-a-year subscription. 

However, no-one from the MyFC operating 
team attended the meeting to field questions 
from angry and worried supporters. 

Fleet Trust chairwoman McQueen believes 
the club is at risk if the funds are not found in 
time before next season begins. 

She said: “Now is the time for supporters to 
show how much they love the club and con¬ 
tribute to the playing budget.”
